"BA YI RADIO' ON RECENT 11TH CCPCC PLENARY SESSION 
OW300955 Ba Yi Radio [clandestine] in Mandarin to China 1400 GMT ]7 Mar 80 OW 


[Text] Amid the study and discussion of the communique of the 5th plenary 
session of the llth CCP Central Committee throughout the country, the 
people have warmly supported the resolution rehabilitating the honor of 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi as a great Marxist, a proletarian revolutionary and one 
of the principal leaders of the party and the state. At the same time, 
many comrades have also pointed out that it is not enough to simply 
rescind the resolution of the 12th plenary session of the 8th CCP Central 
Committee on Comrade Liu Shaoqi alone, rather it is imperative to write 
off all the other resolutions of the plenary session. They say that the 
work of the plenary session, in fact, proceeded along the erroneous line, 
and that its resolution further abetted the cultural revolution and 
created the public opinion for consolidating the "gang of four's" feudal 
and fascist dictatorship.

Many comrades have particularly emphasized the following resolution of that 
plenary session: "The plenary session holds that the great revolutionary 
document--'bombard the headquarters'--put forward by Chairman Mao at the 
llth plenary session of the 8th CCP Central Committee has charted the 
victorious course for this great proletarian cultural revolution. The 
plenum maintains that the many speeches made by Vice Chairman Lin are 
correct, and that the cultural revolutionary group of the Central Committee 
has played a vital role in the struggle to thoroughly carry out 

Chairman Mao's proletarian revolutionary line." 


Some comrades have also cited this passage’ "Under the leadership of the 
proletarian headquarters with Chairman Mao as the leader and Vice Chairman Lin 











the deputy leader and after 2 years of extremely complicated and acute 
class struggle, the bourgeois headquarters headed by Liu Shaoqi, and its 
agents in society, who vainly attempted to usurp party, government and 
army power were finally destroyed." 


After citing these facts, they have asked: "Whv didn't the 5th plenary 
session vf the llth CCP Central Committee annul these extremely erroneous 
and unjust resolutions of the 12th plenary session of the 8th CCP Central 
Committee?" "Why didn't it condemn the so-called ‘headquarters of the 
proletariat,’ which in reality was a vicious concoction of the 'gang of 
four?'"' "Why didn't it denounce the erroneous nature of the slogan of 
"bombarding the headquarters?'" "Why didn't it expose the erroneous line 
that had brought calamity to the country and the people?" 


There can be only one answer. The main reason for all these abnormal 
phenomena is because certain leaders of the present committee had per- 
sonally participated in the work of the 12th plenary session of the 

8th CCP Central Committee and had approved its resolutions. As everyone 
knows, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said this in his lengthy self-criticism: 

"I fully support the resolutions adopted at the 12th plenary session of 
the 8th CCP Central Committee which was personally presided over by 
Chairman Mao.

ANALYSIS, PROTECTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS ADVOCATED 
Beijing FAXUE YANJIU [STUDIES IN LAW] in Chinese No 4, 20 Oct 79 pp 9-13

[Text] Human Rights Were First Proposed as an Anti-Feudal Slogan 


In Europe's prolonged Middle Ages, people's spiritual world was cloaked by 
superstition. The theories of divine right, asceticism, other-worldliness, 
etc., converged to command people to bear an inhuman life. The political 
power of the state was in the hands of the autocratic feudal ruler, and 
scholars in the employ of the feudal ruler would propagate that the ruler's 
right to rule was granted by God, and laws were formulated according to the 
will of God and used to maintain the ruler's supreme power. The vast ranks 
of the masses of the people had only endless, heavy duties but no rights to 
live like human beings. At that time, people's intelligence and talents 
were suffocated; social productive forces became stagnant; man's experience 
passed through a dark period. 


During the several hundred years from the European Renaissance to the 
Enlightenment Movement, there appeared many thinkers. Even though theoretical 
viewpoints and political advocacies differed from one another, on the point 
of issuing vociferous calls to have people pay attention to the role of man 
and to have human beings treated as human beings they were all alike. This 
common point was reflected during the Renaissance Movement as humanism. When 
it was generalized and concentrated from political and legal ideas during 

the Enlightenment Movement, it became the human rights slogan. Therefore, 
human rights were proposed as the counterpart of divine right and ruler's 
rights, and they made up one of the shafts of light that pierced through the 
darkness of the Middle Ages. Engels said: "From now on, superstition, 
prejudice, privilege and oppression are bound to be replaced by eternal truth, 
eternal justice, and inviolatie human rights based on natural equality."2

The role of human rights in enlightening people's thinking and in awakening 
people's revolutionary sense attracted the attention of the bourgeoisie. The 
earliest batch of constitutional documents and constitutions of the bourgeois 
countries all affirmed human rights. Human rights became an important content 
of democracy championed by the bourgeoisie. 


Reviewing the constitutional documents and constitutions of the bourgeois 
countries, one sees that prescriptions about human rights first appeared in 
1679 in the “habeas corpus" passed by the British Parliament. That law 
prescribed that there must be an explanation for every order of arrest, and 

the arrested person must be turned over to the court within a short period 

of time, otherwise he must be released. The aim of that law was to oppose 

the House of Stuart in arresting at random followers of the political party 

of the newly emergent bourgeoisie, the Whig Party, or even to imprison them 
indefiniteiy, Therefore, the promulgation of that law protected the interests 
of the newly emergent bourgeoisie. But its articles were not only inapplicable 
to those who were supposed to have committed "serious crimes" (in the state 

of the exploiting classes these were mainly the toiling people), but among 

them there was also an absence of general sections prescribed for the protection 
of the toiling people's habeas corpus. In 1689, the British Parliament passed 
the "Bill of Rights," which prescribed that the opinions expressed by members 
of Parliament during its sessions would not be subject to impeachment or 
questioning outside the sessions by the court or other organs; it also 
prescribed that Parliamentary sessions must be convened regularly. The idea 
here was to further limit the king's power and expand the rights of the 
bourgeoisie. America's "Declaration of Independence” in 1776 took another 

step forward. It suggested: "All men are born equal, and they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights, among which are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness." Marx called this declaration "The first 
declaration of human rights."1 The 1787 amendment to the American Constitution 
again provided that a man's person is inviolable, and that freedom of the 
press, freedom of assembly, freedom of belief, freedom of contract and private 
property are also inviolabie. The French “Declaration of the Rights of Man 

and of the Citizen" of 1789 provided: "As regards rights, men are born, and 
always remain, free and equal." "The objective of any political association 

is to preserve man's natural and imprescriptible rights. These rights are 
liberty, property, security and resistance against oppression." The "Declaration 
of the Rights of Man and of the Citizen" especially stressed that "proverty 

is an inviolable right." This declaration announced the termination of the 
rule of the feudal privileged classes in France and the beginning of the ruie 
of the newly emergent bourgeoisie. Just as Marx and Engels pointed out, this 
was an acknowledgment and approval of modern bourgeois society in the form 

of human rights. The 1791 French Constitution incorporated the "Declaration 

of the Rights of Man and of the Citizen" as its preamble. The 1793 French 
Constitution provided: "The constitution protects the equality, freedom,

security, property, public debt, freedom of belief, general education, public 
relief, unlimited freedom of the press, petition, and the right to form 
people's associations of all citizens of France in sharing all human rights." 
After this, the constitutions of many bourgeois countries also incorporated 
prescriptions on human rights. 


The direct basis of the human rights question in theory is the bourgeois 
theory of natural law. Rousseau of France was commonly recognized as a 
representative personality who author -omprehensive, profound and mature 
expositions in this regard. Besides l.., more prominent were also jurists 
and political scientists such as Grotius of Holland, Locke of Britain, 
Montesquieu of France and Paine of America. They relatively consistently 
held that, before the anpearance of government, man used to live in a state 
of nature; all men are entitled to natural rights and born free and equal. 

The source of sovereign power is the people because government is established 
through contract by the people. The people allocate part of their own 

rights to the state according to such contract, but they individually reserve 
certain naturally endowed, undeprivable and ina. «able human rights to 
themselves. The reason why the people need governeent and law is to protect 
such human rights. This kind of theory reflected \« demand of the bourgeoisie 
to establish, under the condition of capitalist pre stim relations being 
conceived inside the feudal society at the time, its sew bourgeois rule in 
order to freely develop its capital, freely exploit labor power, and break 
away from the restraint of the privileges and divine right of the feudal 
classes. Compared to the theory of the ruler’s divine right, this theory 

was a great step forward, and it became an ideological weapon for the 
bourgeoisie to overthrow the feudal system and destroy its spiritual mainstay, 
the ecclesiastic world view. As the bourgeoisie proposed the theory that 

man enjoys natural rights and raised the human rights banner, it at the same 
time raised the banner of democracy and freedom. Waving this banner decorated 
with the color of the "whole people," the bourgeoisie attracted and led all 
social forces to struggle against the feudal s) stem. 





The theory of naturally endowed human rights proposed by the bourgeoisie 
provided an ideological weapon for the bourgeois revolution of the time and 
played an important role in the overthrow of the feudal, monarchical, autocratic 
system. But its core was the property ownership of the bourgeoisie. 
Formalistically, property is an inalienable right to all men. But, since 
the proletariat is exploitcd so much as to own nothing, it can only sell 
its labor power, while the bourgeoisie takes possession of the means of 
production and makes the exploitation and enslaving of the proletariat its 
right. For this reason, while the human rights proposed by the bourgeoisie 
are universal in form, in reality what is upheld is only the rights of the 
bourgeoisie itself. The bourgeoisie speaks of human rights as "naturally 
endowed;" this conceals the class nature of human rights. As a matter of 
fact, in a class society any right can only be a class right; hence human 
rights, too, are of a clear class nature. The state is an instrument for 
class rule; what it protects is the rights of the ruling class, while it 
limits and even deprives the rights of the classes under their rule. Under 


rr 
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the condition of the bourgeois dictatorship, the so-called human rights 
protection protects only the rights of the bourgeoisie to oppress and exploit 
the proletariat and the vast ranks of the toiling people. Despite the fact 
that the state of the bourgeoisie provides human rights in the form of a 
constitution, in the realistic life of a capitalist society those who really 
enjoy human rights are all of the bourgeoisie. In the state of the bourgeoisie, 
human rights are nothing but privileges. The public opinion created by the 
bourgeoisie over the human rights question is intended only to make use of the 
power of the people while substituting one exploitative system for another 
exploitative system. The result is that the kingdom of the bourgeoisie replaces 
the kingdom of feudal nobilities and landlords. 


The Proletariat Also Uses the Human Rights Slogan 


The proletariat and revolutionary people also often take over the ideological 
weapon created or used by the bourgeoisie, transform it, impart new content 
and meaning to it, and continue to use it. This has been frequently witnessed, 
and human rights are among these cases. Since the proletariat can take over 
human rights as an ideological weapon to struggle against feudalism, it can 
also use it as an ideological weapon to struggle against the bourgeoisie in 
order to win certain rights for itself. 


Of course, in a democratic revolutionary movement Marxists do not just put 
forward the human rights demand in an isolated manner. They seek to subsume 
the struggle in this respect under the overall struggle of the proletariat and 
the masses of the people for total liberation. Marx said the proletariat does 
not demand to enjoy any special right because its distress consists not in 
any special lack of a right but in a general lack of all rights; it cannot 
seek assistance from historical rights, it can only seek assistance from 
human rights. But Marx did not limit himself to a proposal of the human 
rights slogan in general; instead, he maintained that the proletariat must 
eliminate private ownership, eliminate classes, liberate the whole humanity, 
realize communism, and achi.ve total liberation. But the proletarian demand 
for human rights is more thorough and more complete than the rights demanded 
by the bourgeoisie. While drafting the provisional regulations for the inter- 
national workers association in 1864, Marx pointed out: "A person has the 
responsibility to demand human rights and citizen rights not only for 
himself, but also for every other person who carries out his ow duties." 
When he revised the regulations and organic articles for the association in 
1871, Marx deleted the above sentence. But this was not because human rights 
were a bourgeois slogan which the proletariat could not use; it was because 
the real connotation of this point was already included in the statement 
"There are no rights without duties, nor duties without rights." 


Under a situation when imperialism conducted fanatical aggression against 
our country, the existence of the whole nation was facing a serious threat, 
and feudal warlords cruelly trampled over the masses of the people, our party,

for the sake of exposing their sevage crimes, mobilized the various strata 

of the people of the whole country and forged the broadest anti-imperialist 
and anti-feudal united front. In doing so, it also proposed the human rights 
slogan. In the well known "7 February" great atrike movement of 1923, it 
proposed the slogan to "struggle for freedom and struggle for human rights." 
In the "1 August Declaration" of 1935, it proposed the slogan "Fight for 
Human Rights and Freedom." When broaching the people's rights in 1940, 
Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: "It should be provided that all landlords 
and capitalists who are not opposed to resistance against Japan enjoy together 
with the workers and peasants the same human rights, property righte, 
electoral rights and freedom of expression, assembly, association, thought, 
and belief. The government would act only against elements who organize 
sabotage and conduct uprisings in our base; all others are to be protected 
and not interfered with."! Hence, the proletariat does not necessarily deny 
the slogan human rights in general; instead, while exposing the narrow 
character and pretentious nature of the human rights slogans as applied by 
the bourgeoisie, it at the same time affirms the historical, progressive role 
it has played in the anti-feudal struggle, and critically inierits it and 
develops it. 


The revolutionary bases under the leadership of our party have always given 
practical protection to human rights. The administrative programs and other 
regulations of the governments of the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia Border District, 
the Shanxi-Hebei-Shandong-Henan Border District and the Shanxi-Chahar-Hebei 
Border District all had provisions on the protection of human rights. For 
example, Article 6 of the "Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia Border District Administrative 
Program" of 1 May 1941 provides the guarantee to all people who resist Japan 
to their “human rights, property rights, political rights and freedom of 
expression, the press, assembly, association, belief, residence and movement." 
In February 1942, the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia Borer District again issued 
"Regulations for the Protection of Human Rights and Property Rights," which 
explicitly provides: "The purpose of these regulations is to protect the 
human rights and property rights of the people in this Border District from 
illegal encroachment." Respectively provided for were also the freedom and 
democratic rights cf all the people who resisted Japan, how judicial organs 
and public safety organs must carry out their duties in accordance with legally 
prescribed procedures, and litigation procedures, etc. The promulgation and 
application these administrative programs played a positive role in 
practically protecting the democratic rights and personal rights of all the 
people in the revolutionary base who resisted Japan from illegal encroachment, 
and in forging a broad anti-imperialist and anti-feudal united front. 


Semantically, the human rights mentioned by Marx and Comrade Mao Zedong and 
the human rights provided in the administrative programs and regulations of 
our revolutionary bases are the same as the human rights mentioned by the 
bourgeoisie. But, because our stand, viewpoint, and methods differ from those

of the bourgeoisie, the nature of the human rights we speak of is also 
different from that of the human rights the bourgeoisie speaks of. The 

human rights spoken of by the bourgeoisie intend to cover up the economic 
privileges and politicai privileges of the bourgevisie with a false slogan; 
their goal is to maintain and protect bourgeois private ownership and bourgeois 
dictatorship. In protecting human rights for its own part, the proletariat 
wants to protect the democratic rights and personal rights of the masses of 
the people from encroachment, and seeks further to achieve their total 
liberation. For this reason, it is necessary to eliminate bourgeois private 
ownership, realize proletarian dictatorship, which is namely democracy of the 
proletariat, and make the proletariat and the vast ranks of the toiling 
people masters in their own country. If we do not analyze them concretely, 
but rather negate all human rights, would this not constitute a negation of 
our own histu:y of revolutionary struggle? 


During the later period of the second revolutionary civil war, Japanese 
imperialism intensified its invasion into our country. Chiang Kai-shek 

cried about how "we must first paciiy our interior before taking on the enemy 
from without," and proceeded to conduct his "extermination campaigns" against 
the revolutionary base. At the same time, he sought to kidnap, imprison, 

and assassinate communists and progressive personages. The China League for 
the Protection of People's Rights led by Song Qingling [1345 1987 7881], 

Cai Yuanpei [5591 0337 1014], Yang Xingfu [2799 2622 0154], Mr lw Xun [7627 
6598) and others proposed to "resist Chinese terror, and struggle for the 
Chinese people's citizen rights and human rights." They called for “release 
of political prisoners," “giving political prisoners legal defense and other 
assistance," and "helping them to win citizen rights." This movement aroused 
great response within the country and played a positive role in the anti- 
imperialist ana anti-feudal struggles. In February 1947, the people's struggles 
in the Kuomintang-ruled regions reached a new peak 


In order to suppress the increasingly widespread patriotic democratic move- 
ment, the Kuomintang went a.i out to arrest innocent people. On account of 
this, progressive professors at Beijing University and yinghua University like 
Zhang Xiruo [1728 1153 5587], Xu Deheng [6079 1795 3801], Zhu Zixine [2612 
5261 3237] and others issued a joint protext under the title "Protect Human 
Rights." At the time, some called this “the beginning of a new human rights 
movement." Ai such progress‘ve ac. ivities constituted important components 
of our democratic revolution. 


Preedom, equality, pursuit of happiness, resistance against oppression and 
enslavement, etc., were thus the main contents «f the earliest proposed human 
rights. Then, by whom and through wiat channels could these problems be 
solved? Before the birth of Marxism. no one ever understood this question; 
only Marx succeeded ‘» thoroughly solving this question. Marxism holds that, 
in order to really realize man's freedom and equali:y, it is first of all 
necessary to seize political] power under the leadership of the proletari 
(through the Communist Party) and through the form of a revolution, 80 as to 
enable the vast ranks of t * toiling people to shake off the oppression and 








exploitation of capital, to turn the freedom and equality enjoyed by a minority 
of propertied people into the freedom and equality enjoyed by toilers who 

make up an overwhelming majority of the populetion, to release productive 
forces and further develop those productive forces at a high speed, greatly 
raise people's political and ideological consciousness, eliminate the 

classes, eliminate the three differentials, emancipate all mankind, and 
thoroughly uproot the sources of oppression and exploitation in all forms. 

In this sense, the proletariat and its political party care most about, and 
pay the greatest attention to, the role of man, and they are hence also the 
most dedicated strugglers for, and protectors of, human rights. 


There Is Still Need for Protection of Human Rights at Present 


In a historical period when classes and class struggle still exist, the 
question of human rights also remains. Our constitution does not adopt the 
term “humar. rights," but uses the scientific concept “citizen's basic rights." 
Looking at their content and substance, our citizen's basic rights not only 
include but also greatly exceed the demands of the “human righte" slogan. 

But what is provided in the constitution cannot become reality as a matter of 
course; the citizen's basic rights would etill be subject to encroachments 
from various sides. 


China is a coumtry that was ruled by a feudal system for over 2,000 years. 

In modern times, it was also reduced to a semi-feudal and semi-colonial 
country, where feudal forces remained profoundly influential in the various 
aspects of the realms of economics, volitics, and culture. Because of such 
remants of feudalism, it has been unavoidable chat encroachment on human 
rights sometimes occurred. In his report on the work of the Supreme People'r 
Court before the Fourth Session of the First National People's Congress on 

2 July 1957, Comrade Dong Biwu [5516 1801 2976] pointed out: “Existing 
relatively generally in the coun'ryside today are practices such as corruption, 
stealing, fighting, quarreling, and encroachment on human rights." Even though 
among these an overwhelming majority consisted of cases of slight offense 
which could not be treated directly as crimes, the encroachment on human 
rights should itself, however, warrant our attention. 


When Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were swashbuckling across the ‘nd, they 
unscrupulously sabotaged socialist democracy, fanatically trampled on the 
socialist legal system, and practised feudal, fascist dictatorship. In so 
doing, they persecuted the vast ranks of the cadres and masses under unfounded 
criminal charges, limited people's personal freedom, forced confessions with 
cruel inflictions, imposed and removed people's supposed crimes at random, 
treated people's ‘ives like weeds, and thereby created lerge numbers of unjus , 
‘alse and erroneous cases. In some of t'o units and departments under their 
control, they vainly attempted to turn the vast ranks »f the cadres and masses 
into slaves willingly submitting to their fate. They took pleasure in inflicting 
bodily as well ae spiritual sufferings in others and in ill-treating others, 
adopting in the process methods which ranged from the most saveve and most 
primitive to the most "modern." While they promoted feudal, fascist dictatorship, 

















the masses of the people not only lost their freedoms of expression, the 
press, and assembly, some of them were even cruelly deprived of their very 
right to exist. For instance, revolutionary martyr Zhang Zhixin [1728 1807 
2450) was sentenced to death by partisans of the "gang of four" for a 
so-called "attitudinal crime" and was immediately executed. Prior to 
execution, they even beastly cut her throat to prevent her from shouting 
revolutionary slogans. Such infuriating conduct far exceeded that of the 
fascist ruffians. Such was the callous trampling of the revolutionary 
people's human rights. 


After the emashing of the "gang of four," our efforts to energetically promote 
socialist democracy and reinforce the socialist legal system under the 
leadership of the Party Central Committee headed by Comrade Hua Guofeng have 
achieved great cesilts. It can be affirmed that large nunbers of sensational 
cases such ac those fabricated by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" will no 
longer occur. But an extremely small number of counterrevolutionary elements 
and criminal elements still exist; cases like robbery, murder, rape, and false 
accusation are still liable to occur. Besides, a very small number among the 
cadres still retain a very heavy feudal sens.. Their tendent ‘tous conduct in 
swinging their weight around and encroaching on people's human rights also 
will not disappear in the near future. Therefore, we must energetically 
strengthen the legal system, formulate criminal law, law of criminal 
procedure and other laws, and clearly prescribe the protection of citizen's 
personal rights, democratic rights, and other rights to prevent them from 

the illegal encroachment of any organ. The law provides that excepting the 
public safety organs, the procuratorial offices and the courts which are 
empowered to exercise the rights of investigation, prosecution, bringing 
charges and trial, no other organs, groups or individuals are entitled to 
exercise these rights. “his is to prevent practices such as random arrest 
and detention of the period of tyranny of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" from 
repeating themselves. 


We should also see that the human rights question has become very important 

in our increasingly more extensive international intercourse. Since the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights was passed by the United Nations General 
Acsembly in December 1948, certain countries of the Third World, while 
fo-mulating or revising their constitutions, have affirmed upholding that 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights as a basic principle of their consti- 
tutions. This is of some definite meaning to the development of struggles 
against the new and old colonialism and against the big and small hegemonisn. 
The final communique which Premier Zhou Enlai signed in 1955 when he represented 
the Chinese Government to participate in the Bandung Conference said: "The 
Asian-African Conference declares its complete support of the fundamental 
principle of human rights as provided in the United Nations Charter, and 

takes note of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights as the common 
criterion for all peoples and countries to strive to realize." When the 
Vietnamese authorities drove out overseas Chinese and Vietnamese of Chinese 
descent, and thereby caused death to not a few people, many foreign friends 
reprimanded the Vietnamese authorities for trampling on human rights, and 

they also extended friendly support to us in our struggle against regional 
hegemon ism. 
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As for the small number of people who obsequiously begged a foreign government 
"to show greater concern" about the human rights in China, who took the 

human rights question as a pretext to create confusion, to turn the spearhead 
at our socialist system, at proletarian dictatorship, at Communist Party 
leadership, at Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and thereby vainly 
attempted to turn history in a retrogressive course, this could only expose 
the stupidity, the ignorance, and the ugly souls of this handful of national 
degenerates. Imperialism itself constitutes an encroachment on human rights; 
they are not qualified to talk about human rights with us. But we do not 
abandon the human rights slogan simply because of this. The reason why most 
people feel concemed about the human rights question lies in their extreme 
anger at the feudal, fascist crimec of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in 
fanatically trampling on the people's rights; ic lies in their concern about 
the country's future and the people's destiny. Their many demands are correct 
and reasonable and fundamentally different from those of the few bad people. 
Naturally, any right is subject to the restraint imposed by material conditions 
and cultural level. We must concentrate all our energies on realizing the 
feur modernizations so as to be able to enjoy the various rights more fully. 


In a word, numan rights have to be analyzed historically and concretely; they 
must not be indiscriminately negated. We must adopt a series of measures to 
struggle firmly against encroachments on human rights, and substantially 

protect the citizen's personal rights, democratic rights and other rights. 

This shall be of realistic significance to giving full play to socialist 
democracy, consolidating proletarian dictatorship, reinforcing the revolutionary 
united front, and fully mobilizing all direct and indirect positive factors 

to accelerate our socialist modernization work.

ABSENCE OF TURMOIL NEEDED FOR FOUR MODERNIZATIONS

[Excerpts] The decade of the 80's is a key period for our great cause of 
realizing the four modernizations. In this period, if we want to obtain 
fairly outstanding res: lts in the four modernizations, we must have an 
environrent in which there is a long period of stability and unity. We 
cannot advance and we cannot realize the four modernizations amid turmoil. 
This point is, without question, certain. 


Taking a sweeping look at the world, in the decades of the 60's and 70's, 
not only the advanced industrial countries, but also some originally 
comparatively backward countries of the Third World, attained a fairly 
high development of their economies, science and technology. In this, 
excluding other causes, a stable political situation and the absence 
within these countries of great turmoil was obviously an extraordinarily 
important factor. 


Why was it that in our socialist country, with a system superior to those 
of others, development was largely held up during those years? One 
important reason was that within our party and state there occurred some 
periods of great turmoil. The 10 years of havoc wreaked by Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four" brought great suffering to our party, state and people. 
Just as Comrade Ye Jianying pointed out in his speech at the meeting 
celebrating the 30th National Day: They manufactured and promoted an 
ultraleftist line and engaged on a great scale in their plot to usurp the 
party and seize power, “and plunged our country once again into the division 
and chaos abhorred by the people, into blood-baths and terror. The havoc 
which the counterrevolutionary gang wrought for 10 long years spell-i 
calamity for our people and constituted the most severe reversal of our 
socialist cause since the founding of the People's Republic.” The chief 
culprit in the gang's plunging our China into chaos manufactured many 
fallacies to prove that "great turmoil is justified," for example, "for 

a big country like outs a little chaos is good because it shows we have 
vitality,” ‘ .o pass through chaos is good," "it throws our enemies into 
disorder and tempers us," "stability and unity are temporary measures, 
and now we must still struggle, struggle, struggle," etc. They passed 
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these fallacies off as Mao Zedong Thought, saying they were "laws" of the 
development of a socialist society, and thereby deceived and misled the 
people. We must always make an historical analysis of "disorder." When 
the proletariat and the revolutionary people were under the rule of the 
reactionary classes, naturally they had to use revolutionary violence to 
upset the old order and destroy tie old world. However, after the 
proletariat seized political power and esiablished the socialist system, 
we can fully depend on that system itself to resolve some contradictions 
that appear, and we ought to avoid some turmoil in society. It is also 
true that, once disorder breaks out, there is no need to panic. We must 
change bad things into good things. But is it not better to "take preven- 
tive measures" in order to eliminate the seeds of that disorder which 
detracts from society's stability? The history of the 30 years since the 
founding of the state proves that turmoil, in the final analysis, disrupts 
the proletariats themselves, damages the socialist cause and in addition 
is exploited by the very few plotters and elements who have ulterior 
motives. What Lin Biao and the "gang of ‘our" and their ilk went out for 
was the counterrevolutionary cause of “seizing power amid disorder." 
Precisely forthis reason, they stirred up and created turmoil. 


At present, there still exist phenomena that damage social stability and 
certain factors leading to instability. The great majority of them are 

the evil consequences left by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," and we 
certainly cannot wnderestimate them. Are there not to this day manifesta- 
tions among some people of the remnant poison of “kicking aside the party 
committee to make revolution?" There is also a tiny minority of people 
who deny or oppose the party's leadership. This trend of thought is 
extremely harmful and mistaken. Socia)ist New China was founded under 

the party's leadership, and the successes of socialist construction were 
obtained under the party's leadership. Eliminating the party's scourge, 
redressing certain mistakes made by the party in the past in its guidance 
of work, overcoming difficulties and setbacks, realizing the four moderni- 
zations--all these cannot in the slightest degree be separated from the 
party's leadership. The party is the core strength leading our under- 
takings. To kick aside the party committee would only sap people's morale 
and undermine their will to fight, causing serious disorder in society. 

The lesson learned during the time when Lin Biao and the “gang >f four” ran 
amok is profound enough. Therefore, every one of our cadres should 
conscfously protect the party's leadership and wage a firm struggle against 
all thoughts and actions that damage it. 





Anarchism and ultraindividualism, which corrupt the people and pollute 
society, are latent factors that can create social disorder at any time. 

A tiny minority of the people, waving the signboard of "promoting democracy," 
ignore party discipline and state Jaws, wilifully make trouble, sabotage 
production, assault state organs, and disrupt social order. Such actions 
fundamentally do not promote democracy; they are antidemocratic behavior 

and downright anarchism. There are also some people who, in order to 

attain their individual objectives, create disorder at every turn. This 

is also extremely mistaken. To be sure, certain rational and timely 
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demands of the masses should be satisfied and resolved. The bureaucratic 
work style that ignores the suffering of the masses, and does not 
enthusiastically solve those problems that can be solved, is obviovsly 
incorrect. However, even if there is justification we should not wake 
trouble, We cannot oppose bureaucraticism with anarchism; making trouble 
cannot solve problems. Disorder damages the interests of the state and 
the people, and in the end is of no benefit to the individual. Therefore, 
we must strengthen ideological work on those people whose minds are in- 
fected by anarchism and ultraindividualism, and educate them in proletarian 
discipline and the socialist legal system. And we must deal a firm blow 
to all those criminals who fan the flames of disorder and seriously harm 
society. We certainly cannot be soft-hearted rega:ding them. 


The difficulties facing us are mountainous, and in our society there exist 
some drawbacks and seamy sides of things. We must take sufficient account 
of them and correctly identify and deal with them. We must strengthen 

the belief in science, stimulate the revolutionary spirit, and firmly 
believe that the difficulties can be overcome and the certain drawbacks 

and seamy sides of things can be abolished and that our undertakirgs can 
always succeed. To unsuitably exaggerate difficulties and probleme and 
say that our present situation and the situation in the future are utterly 
hopeless, thus spreading feelings of inertia and panic, can only disturb 
people's minds and cast a shadow over the stable and united situation. For 
example, take the problem of a small number of cadres who enjoy privileges, 
a practice which should be opposed and a problem which must be solved. 

In this, however, we can only depend on the strengt! of the party and the 
masses of people, party discipiine, the reform ard perfecticu of che cadre 
system, etc., to gradually obtain a solution and thereby have a 2good party 
work style. The thesis that portrays our cadres as being like the people 
in the saying "there are no good people in Hongdong County" and that says 
our party has no way of solving the privileges problem coes not jibe with 
the facts and is totally harmful. If affairs were truly in such a terrible 
state, then what necessity would there be fcr the people to believe in 

the party's leadership? And if the proleta-iat and the masses of people 
did not have a vanguard political party with a high degree of wni*ied wil’, 
then they would become like a tray of loose sand and their strength could 
not be unified, and thus turmoil would be unavoidab’>. Therefore, when we 
expose and oppose the seamy sides of things we should pay atteation to 
objective social effects. At the same time that we arouse the people's 
indignation over the seamy sides of things, we must give the people the 
confidence and strength to advance. 


If we want to strengthen inner-party unity and social stability, we must 
correctly think about and launch inner-party struggle as well as criticism 
and self-criticism, overcoming with regard to these questions the existing 
"leftist" tendency. With regard to the important question of principles, 
when disputes break out to carry out at the necessary time suitable 
scruggle is, of course, proper. However, not all questions are principled 
questions of "program" or "“line,' and it is impermissible to launch a 
"struggle" over all of them. Under conditions in which the principled lines 
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are identical, for certain concrete problems we will seek common ground 
while reserving differences, and we can and should make some "compromises" 
and talk a little bit about “inner-party peace." Today we are engaged in 
the four modernizations, and with regard to certain concrete problems 
different opinions have emerged and some disputes have broken out. We can 
certainly together with others calmiy make inquiries, do research and seek 
solutions. We absolutely must not be "adversaries" with daggers drawn, 
and even less should we rashly raise these disputes to the level of "line 
struggle” and “struggle” among ourselves. We must totally abandon the 
so-called "philosophy of struggle" and become promoters of stability and 
unity. 


"We do not need an upsurge of frenzy. We need the orderly march of an 
invincible proletarian army." (Lenin) On “he New Long March toward the 
four modernizations, this “orderly march of an invincible proletarian 
army" is absolutely indispensable. And this requires that we speak oi 

the party spirit, discipline, the overall situation and unity; to firmly 
oppose anarchism and ultraindividualism; to oppose factionalism; to make 
a great effort to overcome all factors disadvantageous to unity and 
stability, and to prevent any phenomenon that could lead to turmoil. 

In this way, we can truly attain unity of mind and will, a soldier's 
discipline, appearance, bearing aud martial power, and, with all ranks 
marching in step, advance orderly, steadily and rapidly in order to realize 
the grand design of the four modernizations. This should be the heartfelt 
desire of everybody.

SELECTION, TRAINING OF SUCCESSORS CALLED URGENT TASK

[Text] The training and selection of successors in every level of leading 
group is an important and urgent responsibility; it is an important matte: 
which demands a high level of attention from the entire party. 


We say it is important because the training ana selection of successors in 
each level of leading groups has a decisive significance in guaranteeing 

the implementation of the political line of the new period, to build our 
country into a strong, modern socialist nation. After the proper political 
line is determined, the cadres are a decisive factor. If we wish to realize 
the great goal of the four modernizations, there must be leading groups at 
every level able to guide the masses to work energetically for the four 
modernizations, and there must be a large number of leading cadree at every 
level able to determinedly implement the party's political line and ideol- 
ogical line. There must be a. contingent of. cadres who tenaciously hold to 
the road of socialism and who have specialized knowledge. If we do not 
have these cadres, we cannot guarantee the realization of the party's 
political line. This nistoric duty to realize the modernization of socialism 
cannot be completed by a single generation. On this new Long March, it is 
inevitable that new cadres will relieve the old and that a new generation 
will take over the duties of the old. Therefore the training and selection 
of successors has a long range strategic significance in guaranteeing the 
final realization of the goal of four modernizations. Fundamentally 
speaking, it is a question related to whether or not the leadership and 
authority at every level of our party and government will be held by Marxists 
and whether or not we can insure the realization of all the duties of the 
party's new period. It is a question related to the future of our party and 
our country. 


We say that this task is urgent because, when we consider the current 

cadre situation, it is not tomorrow, buc today that we must energetically 
train and select successors. More than 10 years of obstruction by Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" have done extremely great harm to the party's correct 
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organizational line, have led to extremely pernicious consequences, and have 
severely influenced the growth, training, and selection of successors. Now 

as we begin to increase the speed o{ carrying out the four modernizations, 

we more than ever realize the urgency of the problem of the training and 
selecting successors. We have a large number of older cadres who have 
undergone the test of a long struggle, who are utterly devoted to the 
revolutionary cause, and who have a wealth of experience. In the construction 
of the four modernizations, they will manifest their rule as backbone cadres 
and leaders. However, in light of present necessities and future require- 
meats, there is still a relative lack of young and middle-aged cadres in 

the prime of life and a relative scarcity of cadres with specialized knowl- 
edge in all levels of leading groups. In the course of time, the older 

cadres will become yet older, and the problem will become increasingly 
glaring. Therefore we need to take advantage of the time while the older 
cadres are still in good health to attend closely to this problem and to 
resolve it. The training and selecting of a large number of young and middle- 
aged cadres in the prime of life, their taking their position in the older 
cadres' groups and leading the masses to energetically strive and to continue 
to realize the political line is a task which brooks no delay. 


When we consider the situation in Tianjin, the training and selection of 
successors in every level of leading groups is a problem which urgently 
needs recognition and resolution. Starting in June of 1978, our city has 
adjusted and reorganized all levels of leading groups. At present, the 
overwhelming majority of leading groups already is basically in the hands 
of cadres whom the masses can trust, and in leading the masses to fully 
exert themselves for the four modernizations, theic results are positive 
and effective. However, there are still points where the nature of the 
composition of the membership of the leading teams and the requirements of 
an all-out effort for the four modernizations are not mutually adapted to 
one another. Most important are two inadequacies: a "lack of able-bodied 
men" and a "lack of experts." Many leading cadres are of relatively advanced 
age. For example, the average age of leading cadres in the municipal 
boards, commissions, and staff as well as those in the districts, counties, 
and bureaux of the party has reached 55 years of age. The average age of 
the most important leading cadres already is 60. There are very few who 
are close to 40 and even fewer close to 30. There are a few leading cadres 
of advanced age whose vigor has declined and whose ability to go deeply into 
the realities of life and conduct investigation research have been affected 
by age. Another aspect of the problem is the scarcity of specialists, men 
who understand production, technology, or adminisiration: Jobs of many 
sorts are still waiting to be filled by leading cadres. 


Party committees in many units, particularly several older cadres with 
important leadership duties consider the problem of the training and selec- 
ting of successors to be relatively important. Some already have their 

own considerations and deliberations. Some already have adopted definite 
measures such as the creation of such potential successors and the 
opportunities and conditions for .heir tempering. Some older cadres of

fragile health, out of consideration of the common good and of their own 
accord, have requested to retire. Some older cadres bearing sole responsi- 
bility for a department have requested a change to deputy positions to 
allow comrades in the prime of life to rise quickly to positions of 
responsibility while they assist them from a secondary position. However, 
when we consider the entire situation, the work of training and selecting 
successors attracts still greater attention and needs to be listed as 
important items on the daily agenda. Because the growth of successors 
always cequires approcess by stages, we must plan even earlier, arrange 

and come to grips with this task earlier. 


When we raise the issue of training and selecting successors, there are 
some comrades who associate this with the circumstances of the "precipitate 
elevation" and "climbing to Heaven in a single step" carried out by the 
"gang of four," and therefore some fear remains in their hearts. There are 
some misgivings of sufficient strength that they feel that "it is not good 
for a young cadre to acquire fame," and the task becomes hard for them to 
carry out. This is a mental obstacle in the work of training and selecting 
successors. 


Our training and selecting young and middle-aged cadres in order that the 
modernization of socialism has men to continue the undertaking is fundamen- 
tally different than the "gang of four's" "precipitate elevations," which 
was the placing of trusted followers in office in order to usurp power 
within the party and to exclude outsiders. These two have strict differences 
in their goals, standards, and methods. Among these three, the differences 
in standards for successors reflects the clearest distinction in organiza~ 
tional policy. Those whom the "gang of four" called "successors" were 

like the "compatriots" of the Empress Dowager; those whom they called the 
"heroes in a chaotic time" who "opposed the tide” were ordinary political 
intriguers lacking in virt'e and without talent. The "gang of four" 
completely turned their backs on the standards for successors proposed 

by Comrade Mao Zedong, and instead, theirs comes from their reactionary 
political goals and pursues the organizational policy of "utilizing only 
ones cronies." 


The current stage of our training and selecting successors has clear, 
definite criteria. The first is to resolutely uphold the political line 
and the ideological line of the party. The second is selflessness and 
strict maintaining of law and discipline, adhere to Party spirit, and 
eradicate factionalism. The third is a strong devotion to the revolu- 
tionary cause, a strong sense of political responsibility, and competence 
in professional abilities. These three criteria are not merely sought in 
cadres at all levels; they also are the specifications for the standards 
for the training and selecting of successors at the current stage. This 
is a cadre line of “utilizing only the worthy." While we wish to train 
and select successors st all levels of leading groups from the young and 
middle-aged cadres, we will not look just at their age. The criterion of 
age must give way to chat of virtue and talent. If we strictly adhere to 
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these standards in the training and selection of scccessors, then the cadres 
and the masses can be at ease in their support of the process. 


At the same time, we ought to correctly appraise the current situation among 
young and middle-aged cadres. Many middle-aged cadres have undergone the 
testing of the War of Resistance against Japan or the war of liberation, 
and they have been tempered through the socialist revoiution and socialist 
construction. Each has certain experience in practical work and in all 
manner of specialized labor and has proven the mainstay of the effort at 
each position. In all levels of leading groups in our city there are a 

few middle-aged cadres who have displayed energy and drive. It is also a 
fact, though, that the young cadres lack close experience of the revolu- 
tionary tradition and way of life, and during their formative years they 
also felt the pernicious influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." 
However, for the most part they hu. ’e 1eceived a certain amount of education 
in Marxism, Leninism, and Mao Zedong Thought, and in the Great Cultural 
Revolution their experience had both proper and unorthodox aspects. After 
the smashing of the "gang of four," they have undergone an education in the 
party's political line and ideological line, and at present th) ace fully 
enthusiastic about the realizing of the ‘our modernizations. Our youth 

are the hope of the future. We must dev. .e effort to their development 

and education. 


Our young and middle-aged cadres have some inadequacies. We should look at 
the problem, however, from a perspective of development: if we wish to 
proceed realistically, we cannot demand perfection. We need to see their 
faults and also to see their virtues, to see their deficiencies and their 
strong points. Only in this way can we have an apt knowledge of the young 
and middle-aged cadres. Only in this way can we succeed as we boldly and 
carefully carry through the work of training and selecting successors. 


"Speaking in terms of seniority" is another relatively major obstruction in 
our thinking. Some comrades, when they select a cadre, always rate them 
according to seniority, take rank into consideration, and weigh the impor- 
tance of their original post. There are a few older comrades who always 
feel that it is unnatural for 4a young or middle-aged cadre whose record is 
somewhat scanty and whose rank is somewhat low to enter a leading group. 
Some young comrades also reckon that if one's record is insignificant, one 
has no prestige: "It is only the long beard that counts.” It seems to 
them that selection by rank and seniority is only logical. 


One's record, rank, and post are not beyond the scope of consideration. But 
if one considers only these in the training and selection of successors, 

so that it does become a matter of seniority, the result is that some young 
and middle-aged cadres in the prime of life remain hidden, and it is very 
difficult to raise them to the level of the leading groups. Thinking in 
terns of the long range advantages for the realizing of the four modern- 
izations, all levels of leading groups need to add as many middle-aged 

and young cadres as possible. Therefore "speaking in terms of seniority" 
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is a type of conservative thinking which is highly disadvantageous to the 
strengthening of the leading groups and to the training and selecting of 

suc -ssors. As the billows of the Yangzi push the billows ahead of them, 

so che new generation overtakes the old: this is an objective law. This 

is also an expression of the plentifulness of men to continue the flourishing 
development of our cause. "Speaking in terms of seniority" is an expression 
of unliberated thought which we need to energetically overcome. 

Some people say the "gang of four" criticized "speaking in terms of seniority," 
and how is it that we again criticize it? The "gang of four's" "criticism" 
of "speaking in terms of seniority" was in order to overthrow all odd cadres 
alike and to kick them out of the way. When we now propose that we need to 
overcom "speaking in terms of seniority," it is in order that young and 
middle-aged cadres smoothly succeed the older cadres. These are markedly 
different. Just because the "gang of four" strenuously criticized "speaking 
in terms of seniority," one cannot therefore consider it right, and one 
moreover cannot consider opposition to "speaking in terms of seniority" 

to be a rejection of our older cadres. 


The training and selecting of young and middle-aged cadres requires the 
diligent effort of the entire party, and it is a weighty responsibility that 
the older cadres cannot eschew. Because of the older cadres’ revolutionary 
experience, their wealth of experience and excellent way of life, their 
example and instruction are irreplaceable in helping young and middle-aged 
cadres to grow and in passing on their experience, leading others and helping 
others. In making a significant contribution to the four modernizations, 
there is much that older cadres can do. Since the training and selection 
of successors is a pressing tagk and a necessity for the party's and the 
nations'’s long term advantage, to be energetic in this task is a mcet 
valuable contribution towards the four modernizations. Therefore the older 
cadres ought to look from < broader perspective and think a little more 
long range. 


We need to share the burdens of our country, of our people, and of our party. 
If we do not train and select good successors, we will not be at ease. If 
we resolve this very grave problem well, our cause will fulfill our hopes, 
and our party and nation will have a great future. If we do not, if those 
who have deeply felt the influence =f Lin Biao and the "gang of four" again 
mount the stage, then the enterprise of realizing the four modernizations 
runs the risk of failing in mid-course, and our party and nation may meet 
with disaster. Those who are concerned for our country, people, and party 
must also be concerned for this great problem. Therefore the entire party 
must pay attention to the problem and share its responsibility. As we 

deal with our immmdiate tasks, we must enthusiasticaily and seriously come 
to grips with the task of training and selecting successors. We must do 

so in order that we have a large number of pathbreakers on the road to the 
realization of the four modernizations, in order that we have a large number 
of men capable of forging ahead. In this way, our entire party will be at 
ease and the people of the entire nation will be at ease.

We are to learn from the PLA, and we are to salute then! 


One important element in le ming from the PLA is to learn from the spirit of 
Lei Feng, which emanates in shining glory the socialist moral character. In 
a significant way, this bears upon the success in accelerating the four 
modernizations in our country. 


The socialist moral character is a mental attribute based on public ownership 
of the means of production, and it is a reflection of the interests and demands 
of the proletarian class and the laboring masses. This socialist moral charac- 
ter demands people's loyalty to the enterpises of socialism and communism. It 
is contrary to the decadent, reactionary mental attribute of capitalism, such 
as convictions like "Heaven and earth punish those who are not for themselves," 
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and "Never mind your neighbor's business but care for your own." The socialist 
moral character demands that firet priority be given to the interests of the 
country and the people, that people etrive hard to struggle, tiat they eahould 
be upright and observant, that they abide by the law on their own accord, 
cherish public property, observe public order, and th... they should manifest 
the ideas of helping the elderly and caring for the young, letting others go 
ahead of themselves, rescuing others from danger, and possessing the quality 
of seeking happiness by helping people. In other words, it demande altruien 
and unqualified willingness to serve the people. The four modernizations 
which we launch today are to benefit all our people, and they are a grand 

and lofty enterprise which will benefit many future generations to come. 
Neverthelese, in order to carry out the four modernizations in our country 
when it is teeming with people, lacking in infrastructure, facing mountains 
of problems, we need a secure environment in which people are united and 
lawabiding, and in which people can understand and cooperate with one another, 
and who are concentrated in their efforts to work for a common goal. What 

it means is people should manifest the socialist moral character, so that they 
can correctly handle the relations between people, between people and organ 
organizations and »Setween the parts and the whole. 


Many comrades can still remember vividly that for a long time after liberation, 
under the leadership and education of the party, and under the auspices of 
Chairman Mao, Premier Chou, and Chairman Chu, our municipality, like the rest 
of the country with regard to the spirit of the people, exhibited good 
socialist moral character. People valued the interests of other people, 
organizations, and the country. Whenever a person or a unit experienced 
difficulties, many people and tie entire department would come to offer help. 
The spirit and character of humility, courtesy, and selflessness was every- 
where to be seen, and many notable personages and model citizens appeared, 
each one emanating the glory of the communist ideology. Such well-bred 
socialist moral character won the applause of the people in the country and 
the admiration of the world at large. It was such a character wich created 
a powerful effect on promoting the enterprises of our socialist construction. 
However, this moral character which took us so long to develop suffered damage 
and destruction during the 10 years of tyrannical rule by Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four." He who wanted to uphold morality was labeled "revisionist, ' 
“humanist ," destroyer of class struggles," and similar c.pitalist, revision- 
ist labels and suffered subsequent criticism, censure, and attscks. On the 
contrary, people whom Lin Biao and the "gang of four" instigated and poisoned 
with a view of organizing mass attacks, destruction, and louting--people whose 
self interests loomed large, who were engaged in hooliganism, burglary, and 
bad mores and practices--were employed and praised and regareded as "heroes," 
and “revolutionaries.” In the course of the devastation by Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four," our social values on right and wrong, good and bad, and honor 
and disgrace were reversed, our socialist moral character, which was developed 
as a result of the new economic order anc which was inherited from thousands 
of years of our superb cultural heritage, was totally refuted. This was 

one of the major disasters created by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." It 
was one of the major c.imes they committed, and among those who suffered most 
were the majority of teenagers and youths. Over the past 3 years of exterm- 
inating the "gang of four," under the leadership of the Party Central Committee, 
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and with the help of leaders or various levels and the doggedness of the 
masees, the socialist moral character has greatly recovered from ite previous 
damage, though the ills have not yet been totally annihilated. Criminal 
offenses, socially destructive acts and misdeeds which undermine our socialist 
moral character such as hooliganism, burglary, assault, and altercation happen 
from time to time. Not only were sore people unwilling to help and to rescue 
pecvle in danger, but also they look .pon those who are righteous and altruistic 
as "foo.s,”" and they tease and mock at them as ai. ing at "winning honors" and 
“gaining access to the party.” All these attitudes indicate that the ills of 
Lin biao and the "gang of four" have not yet been annihilated. We should 

pay serious attention to such attitudes as they are barriers to our com verted 
effort in carrying out the four modernizations. 


A change in social climate is an important and indispensable part in the 
reformation of a society. We are in the midst of the four modernizations, 
which is a technological reformation and at the same time a period of profound 
ideological revolution. Cadres at various levels must gear themselves to 

the needs of the changing circumstances, and persist in concentrating their 
energy in carrying out the various policies with regard to economic, cultural, 
educational, and technical work and wage cistribution. They should raise 

the activism and the ability of the masses in carrying out the four moderniza- 
tions. They should never overlook any part of this mission. At the same 
time, they should strive to strengthen political and ideological work, in 
which education on moral character is a very important element. It is 
incorrect to regard political and ideological work as optional, and to loosen 
one's grips on or to abandon work in the area of attitudes and mentality. If 
they do not pay attention to preventing and suppressing such tendencies, it 

is equally impossible to mobilize the activism of the masses and to develop 
the productive force. 





The key in strongly manifesting the socialist moral charac.er lies in raising 
the consciousness among cadres in various party organizations with regard 

to its paramount significance, and to regard it as an important assignment 

in the area of ideological, political education, a task they must grasp tightly 
and well. Whether the social climate is good depends to a great extent on 
whether party discipline is good. Therefore, we must strengthen educational 
work within the party, solemnly observe the party's rules, so that our party 
members, especially those who are in leadership positions, make serious 
demands on themselves to lead this struggle to manifest the socialist moral 
character, and to fight against various bad mores and bad behavior. Past 
practices have shown that the consummation of such a work depends on the 
relations between the party and the masses as well as the possibility of 
mobilizing the combat capabilit of the party. 


Reforming the moral character of the society also requires the efforts of 

the members of the entire society. The various departments and organizations 
such as factories, schools, communes, street committees, stores, unions, 

youth and women organizations, particularly the Chinese Communist Youth League, 
have to make use of their special capabilities to raise the moral education of 
young people and teenagers to the level where they can handle proper interactions 
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with people in their daily life, Newspapers, communication networks, and 
the art. should also mobilize their efforts towards criticizing bad mores in 
order to establish a new moral atmosphere, and to foster the new socialist 
moral character. The reformation of a social climate is a long-continued, 
difficuit task which cannot be accomplished by holding ° few meetings or 
writing a few reports; nor can it be achieved by fits and starts or in a 
haphazard and half-hearted manne’. We must tightly integrate the policies, 
goals, ard measures of the party, and the four basic principles of education 
and the .egal base 0. our education, so that we can continue to research new 
situations, ruminate on recent experiences, and persistently and deply pene- 
trate into our work. 


We must demolish in order to construct, regulate in order to channel, and 

curb in order to execute. In strongly manifesting the socialist moral character, 
the main task is to persistently educate and to handle education squarely. 
Accordingly, we should not miss eny opportunity in acclaiming good people and 
good deeds, so as to establish models for the people. However, we should also 
dare to criticize those who undermine the socialist moral character. We 
should discipline those who disobey rules and try those who commit criminal 
offenses. This is in reality a different ‘orm of education. Only in this 
way can we establish the right atmosphere and attack bad mores. Otherwise, 

if we ignore those who should be acclaimed and overlook those who should be 
censured, the result is to encourage rampant growth of evil attitudes and 

bad mores. Any leader in a unit who is not adamant on this standpoint and who 
does not thoroughly execute his policies is likely to alienate himself from 
the masses, and this will in turn adversely affect our work and economic 
production. 


The New Year is about to arrive. The campaign to acclaim the army and its 
families in our city since the beginning of January has been widely and deeply 
penetracing into all corners of society. Through this activity, we must 
strive to strengthen unity .etween the army and the people. We must continue

[Text] (Editor's Note: Since he took up important posts after his re- 
appearance, Central Committee Vice Chairman Chen Yun has frequently put 
forward incisive and sincere views at various meetings, and has played a 
very great role in pushing a pragmatic line and toppling the "whatever 
faction." The excerpts beiow were taken from a speech made by him at a 
Politburo meeting in July 1979. This speech had an important influence 
on the CCP's major policy decisions in the following months. His blunt 
way of speaking also represents a new trend in the CCP's politicai life.) 


1. It is essential to persistently implement the spirit of the "third 
plenum." 


Let us talk a bit about those people who like to stick “ism” labels on 
people, such as foreign slaveism, rightism, revisionism and capitalism; 

in the future we should call them the “ism faction." Some people who 
cannot get away from the "isms" harbor egoism, which harms others and 
benefits themselves, but they have’ no room for the people or the revolu- 
tion. The few tens of members of the Politburo are leading a country of 
nearly 1 billion, and we cannot have these people staying around and 
muddying the water. An “ism” which is divorced from actual needs is 

not a good “ism.” From the third plenum to now, a series of reforms have 
been carried out from the central level down to the localities, but these 
have not p oduced much result, the spirit of the plenum cannot be imple- 
mented, and problems in urgent need of solution have not been handled well, 
all because these few people are still making trouble in the Central 
Committee. I said at the third plenum that the problems were in the lower 
levels, while their root lay in the Central Committee. The Central 
Committee has not made up its mind to deal with these few people, while 
those below are waiting to see what will happen; the main cause of linger- 
ing fear of a reversal of the situation. There were several reversals 
during the period of 10 to 20 years, and it was always the people who 
carried out policies who suffered. Do not imagine that after laying down 
those seven laws you can insure that those cadres who carry out the line 
and policy of the upper levels will not be turned into sacrificial offerings 
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if there is a reversal. As for me, | do not believe that a county or 
prefectural CCP committee secretary will not be dismissed on account of 
a memo submitted to a provincial CCP committee secretary. 


The feudal system and its trappings lasted several thousand years, and the 
patriarchal system and its trappings lasted several decades. The motto 
which the cadres constantly look at and remember is the ci. of the upper 
levels and the will of the leaders, not Marxism-Leninism, guiding principles 
and policies. This is really awful! If the Central Committee fails to 
take the lead in getting rid of this kind of bu: eaucratic organ and 
patriarcha. work style, and to dig out the root which caused more than 

10 years of lawlessness, the cadres will not be able to stand up straight 
and the masses will not be able to lift their spirits. 


We have heard Comrade Song Renqiong's report today; only with difficulty 
could it be said chat even one their of the 29 provinces, municipalities 
and autonomous regions have basically done the work in an acceptable way. 
[sentence as printed] With the great drag on the shift of work focus, 
car it be anything other than empty talk? 


We a~* now carrying two heavy political burdens; one is the burden of 

the dead, the other is that of the living. Ihe dead one is the burden 
caused by the mistakes of Chairman Mao; the living one consists of those 
people who were slavishly dependent on the “gang of four" and use the dead 
to oppress the living. The dead is turned into a god and cannot be touched, 
and the living turn into devils who use this god to scare the people. Many 
people are both afraid of knocking down the monument of the god and also 
want to guard against the living fooling around with gods and devils. Thus 
they are overcautious and indecisive and cannot get anywhere. 


However, judging by present conditions, the living burden is more dangerous 
than the dead one. These people painstakingly built up a social founda- 
tion for more than 10 years; they planted their roots deep, and their 
influence is very great. What should be done abouc this? I do not mean 
that there is no way uf dealing with it, I mean what si ould be done if 

we cannot deal with it. Tbe Politburo must decide to deal with these 

two burdens before convening a plenum. As Chairman Mao liked to say, this 
means “removing a stumbling block." I agree with the view o* Comrade 
Xiaoping, that the two things should be done simultaneously. We must 
convey in full to all levels of the party and the country the mistaken 
policies and instructions of Chairman Mao and the mistaken resolutions of 
the Central Committee adopted under Chairman's auspices. We should negate 
those things which should be negated, and can make corrections by carrying 
out criticism. We should abandon and refrain from mentioning those 
principles, policies and resolutions which were not mistakes but which 
nevertheless hinder the current central task, socialist modernization. 

To do this is for the good of the overall situation, but we still acknow- 
ledge the role of Chairman Mao in perty history and will avoid flogging 

a corpse. Thus we will not be fooled by the Kuomintang, nor will we give 
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any chance to those people with ulterior and hidden motives to carry out 
eplittist activities and stir up a civil war. In dealing with those 
persons, in the Centra! Committee we could retain one or two or assign 

them some e.all task, giving them posts but no power, or else we can 

assign them work but no important work. We cannot allow them to cause 
trouble or provoke disputes again. In the provinces and municipalities, 

we can dismise or cultivate a few of them, giving them a livelihood and 
away out. They must pacify the peuple's wrath against them and make a 
clean breast of things. All obstacles that hinder the “four moderniza- 
tions" must be swept away. As for those people who cling to the books, 
defy the shift in the change of the central work focus and even make use 

of local forces to resist the central authorities and interfere with t ; 
work focus, we must pay them back in their own coin and seize their power 
unless they fall in with us. This is not a line struggle. Who in the 
party says that there is no other form of struggle apart from line struggle? 
There is no connection at all with the tyrants’ road. The Central Committee 
can decide things by vote, the organizational principle is that the 
minority must obey the majority. There is nothing wrong with the majority 
oppressing a few, so long as this is beneficial for the party, the state 
and the people. Let history be the judge of whether this is right or wrong. 
Before a plenum is convened, the Central Committee can only have a united 
will and aim, and there is no margin of choice. 


2. The contradiction bet veen rulers and ruled. 


Communists should not regard the word "rule" as taboo. We often read 
about the feudal rule of the Qing Dynasty and the reactionary rule of the 
Kuomintang, but the phrase ‘under the rule of the communist party" is 
hardly eve , or never, seen. Actually to speak in such a way does not 
violate the facts at all, but if one says or writes this one wiil risk 
being labeled a counterrevolutionary. What is shown by the fact that 
hardly anyone has dared to mention these words in the past several decades? 
It shows that what we are pursuing is just formalist high-sounding phrases, 
which is a disguised way of telling people to tell lies. This is because 
people who speak honestly always get the worst of ‘t. Do you mean to say 
that if we use the word "leadership" inetead of "rule," we can get away 
from the contradiction between tne rulers and the ruled which existed 
under every form cf rule for several hundred or even several thousand 
years, and that we can simul.ianeously conceal the problems in a ruler which 
are inherent in his position as ruler? 


In currently advocating the spirit of seeking truth from facts, we should 
have the courage to face facts of this kind: 


First, as it represents a class and is the ruling party ruling a country, 
the communist party will inevitably bring with it the bad things and 
maladies handed down from old ruling classes and ruling parties. The 
problem is, how can our party eliminate the bad habits, forces and 
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accumulated defects handed down from the old society, by striving in 
various ways and adopting various effective measures. We ought to acknow- 
ledge that in many respects it could be said that we have made a greater 
mess of things that the Kuomintang did when it was ruling China. At 

least ‘t could he believed that unlese bullets on the battlefield had eyes, 
then no matter what, Liu Shaoqi, He Long, Peng Dehuai, Tao Zhu, Zhang 
Wentia™, Liu Ren and so on could have lived for several more years, and 
maybe they could have lived a few years longer as Kuomintang officials. 


Secondly, from the time wnaen man discarded primitive communist society 

and entered the slave society up to the present moment, even though 
society has progressed to a point where man has now gone into space, there 
have inevitably been contradictions between rulers and ruled. As to 
whether these contradictions are antagonistic or not, we cannot make an 
absolute pronouncement one way or the other.

[Text] Only one point can be stated for sure, and that is that if the 
rulers are a bunch of corrupt and degenerate people, this contradiction 
will certainly be antagonistic. The communist party is the ruling party 
ruling the state, and the leaders at all levels of the party, government 
and army are the rulers with the right to rule this country. Why? 
Because we possess the program, the policies, the power to make laws, 

the army, the volice, the prisons, and the state organs. You have the 
right to rule, but do not forget that the people have the right to choose 
whether or not to accept your rule. They can choose the communist party, 
but they can also discard the communist party and choose the Kuomintang 
or some o'her party. I said at the third plenum that if Lin Biao, the 
“gang of four” and their ilk had been allowed to go amok as they were, the 
communist party would turn into a fascist party in 5 to 7 years at the 
least or 10 to 20 years [words indistinct] reactionary army, the state 
would become a reactionary ruling machine, and there would be a second 
revolution in Ch na; in one morning, irresistible tide of opposition 
would rise up frum south to north and from cast to west. China cannot 
perish, but the arty can. It is preferable to make a solemn statement 
on these points, so as to clear the heads of more comrades! 


So far as things today are concerned, so long as we can seriously sum up 
the lessons of the past, truly succeed in meeting the people's needs and 
place the party among the masses instead of on top of them, and similarly 
put right our own position as leaders, acting as the people's servants, 
eating with them and doing things for them instead of acting as their 
rulers, then our party will be a great party, and the leaders will be the 
outstanding sons of the people. At the moment we are devoting every 
effort to shifting the work focus and will not carry out any more 
political movements. We are speeding up our pace of building socialist 
modernization, gradually establishing democracy and the legal system and 
putting them on a sound basis, and so on. All these constitute a whole 
series of measures we are adopting to change the masses’ impression of 
the party, and to strive to lessen the contradictions between the rulers 
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and the ruled. These are not things which we may do or not do, as we 
please; they are things which we absolutely must do. The aim is not 

just to create happiness for the people bu. also to take thought four our 
party and for your official posts, so that we will not be kicked out by 
the peop'e. If you cannot even understand this dialectical relationship, 
I advise you to hand in your resignation and go back to your home village. 
This is because you are not qualified to be a communist official, and you 
will only understand what I am talking about after you have departed and 
made way for others to lead you. 


3. The historical significance of the current "policy of concession." 


China's first dynasty, the Xia, existed nearly 4,000 years ago. In the 
several thousand years of social change from the slave society to modern 
socialism, there were innumerable examples in history of the ruling class 
being compelled to adopt policies of concession in various ways. for 
instance, the period of "enlightened administration" in the Tang Dynasty 
constituted a kind of pol‘cy of concession. Accompanying the policy of 
concession by the ruling class, there was a period of progress and 
prosperity in all fields of the economy, culture and education. However, 
this progress and prosperity never lasted long, therefore this was a 
problem in the ruling class itself. As party leaders, we must all under- 
stand a little history, especially Chinese history. But do not study 
history in the ignorant and incompetent aanner of the "gang of four,” 
describing the reforms of Wang Anshi of the Song Dynasty as a struggle 
between Confucianists and legists. For a time 1 read their articles 
written by Hack scribes, but I could never figure out what Chinese history 
had actually been like. To genuinely understand history, sum it up, and 
make ancient things serve the present day and foreign things serve China, 
we must be good at studying, so as to sum up things and comprehend them. 
When mentioning history, do not just understand Liu, Guan and Zhang 
swearing to be brothers in a peach orchard, Dai Yu burying flowers, 

Sun Wukong causing tumult in the heavenly palace, the night flight of 

Lin Chong, and so on. These all appear in immortal classical literature 
and have historical value and educational significance, but they do not 
represent the whole of Chinese history. In the past we often heard the 
satirical story of a person who had a very high opinion of himself because 
he knew a few sentences of a foreign language, when al. he could do was 

to go around the world saying “yes” or "no." In the past 10 and more 
years, we have heard that communist party cadres could be good cadres so 
long as they read the "three much-read works" and carried around the "Red 
Chamber ,"" "Water Margin," "The Three Kingdoms,” and “Journey to the West." 
This is plainly absurd; this is what is meant by ignorance and incompetence. 
When Chairman Mao saw the book "Jin Ping Mei," he said that it was good, 
and then the whole country acclaimed this as the most, most high and mest, 
most recent instruction, and a lunatic regulation was laid down that cadres 
at and above the 15th grade must read this book. No wonder a number of evil 
brutes were cultivated. 
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What we need to institute now could be called a policy of concession, 
and in fact it is essential to act in this way now, otherwise we cannot 
stand firm politically, while the economy will come to a halt. However, 
the current policy of concession cannot be regarded as equivalent to the 
concessions made by the feudal ruling classes in history. These are the 
two aspects of the problem. This concession is decided by the require- 
ments of the change in class relations since liberation, and it is also 
a major measure that we must adopt in order to meet the need of liberat- 
ing the productive forces and the needs of changing those production 
relations which are not suited to the development of the productive 
forces. This concession should be maintained for a rather long period 
of time and should be carried out in all fields of economics, culture, 
science, education and ideology as well as in politics. 


The correct way of putting it is: "The existence of more capitalist 
factors are allowed, so long as the basic socialist system is not changed." 
We should affirm the value of this exis.ence and protect its existence 
rights. This change requires determination, courage and caution, it 
requires that communist party members always keep clear heads. If the 

job is not done well, China will return from socialism to capitalism. 

The price of this concession is as great as that, but we have no margin 

of choice.

[Text] Stability and unity are strongly desired by the whole party and 

by people throughout the country, including the commanders and fighters 

of the three services. For 30 years following liberation, the people of 
the entire country have endured hardships, worked hard and have even 
tolerated hunger. However, the state and the people are still poor after 
all. The people's living standards have not improved and many families 
are still poorer than in the initial period following national liberation. 
Today, 30 years since the founding of the People's Republic, China still 
must put forward slogans used 40 years ago, slogans such as "struggle 
hard, endure hardships first and enjoy later." 


This situation is partly caused by subjective decisions by party leaders 
and by the failure of domestic and foreign policies. But, the main reason 
is the struggle for power and interest and the disunity among party and 
state leaders. As a result, there have been disturbances each year and 
production has been seriously undermined. Of the 30 years since the 
founding of the People's Republic, some 25 years were spent in a state of 
great upheaval, great contention and great liquidation. This kind of 
turbulent political struggle has destroyed the fruits produced bv the 
Chinese people through great sacrifice and has greatly hurt the party and 
the army. Our party and our army underwent six great divisions, including 
the case of Gao Gang and Rao Shushi, the cose of Peng Dehuai and Huang 
Kecheng, the case of Liu Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping, the case of Lin Biao, 
the Tiananmen incident and the case of the "gang of four." Following the 
Peng Dehuai incident, the chief of the general staff of our army was changed 
six times. Under these circumstances, how can the state of the army 
encourage construction work? 


In view of the above-mentioned lessons, Vice Premier Deng and Chairman Hua 
ought to forsake their past pre-conceived ideas and prejudice after smash- 
ing the "gang of four," eliminate individualism, promote stability and unity 
and dedicate their whole lives to the four modernizations. We should see 
that to promote stability and unity, the key lies in unity. Only when 

we have unity can we insure stability. However, for more than 3 years, 
there has still been disunity among the leaders of the central authorities 
and between new and veteran cadres politically and organizationally. They 
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are not unanimous in their actions. Those on the one side are grasping 

the opportunity to place their trusted ones in key positions in order to 
consolidate their personal position and strengthen their personal] power.

WORKS EXTOLLING MAO, MODERK’ZATION DEFENDED

[Text] It was said that another new group of writers and artists called the 
"“chant-the-virtue" faction has been under strong attack since its emergence 
on our cultural front. What crimes has it committed anyway? According to 
reports, its articles and works are mainly devoted to chanting the virtue, 
with the theme centering on extolling people and their achievements. What 
was wrong with that? Should this be criticized? I don't think so. But 
articles devoted to extolling the "gang of four" should be criticized along 
with those tasteless works full of lullabies. Nevertheless, the question is: 
what is wrong with works extolling the Chinese people's great leader Chairman 
Mao and his brilliant thought, glorifying the proletariat and working people 
and the achievements in the four modernizations? In a class society, apart 
from class writers, there are no “idyllic poets" transcending the classes. 
Revolutionary writers should serve as vanguards for their class and for the 
people, and should devote themselves to enhancing the cause of the party. 
Writers who derive their revolutionary inspiration from the people's great 
revolutionary struggle shou!d not hesitate to warmly extol and support the 
people's cause. Professional and sparetime writers who are fortunate to 

be able *o enrich the people's spiritual life with their works really have 
no reason whatsoever not to extol the four modernizations. 


While upholding the four basic principles, writers, should first of all 

devote themselves to glorifying the proletariat from the standpoint of workers, 
peasants and soldiers, and to extolling heroes dedicated to the four 
modernizations. As a matter of principle, literature and art should embody 
party character and should reflect the people's feelings and demands. If 

the people's writers do not intend to "chant" the people's virtue, what else 
should they do? In the ranks of writers, there were svwe people who took a 
gloomy view of the people's cause, scoffed at works extolling the four 
modernizations, and labeled their writers members of the "chant-the-virtue"™ 
faction. If a writer is dissuaded from chanting the people's virtue, who 

else should he extol? As everyone knows, apart from extolling the proletariat's 
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virtue, the faction has produced works vehemently attacking and repudiating 
the landlord and capitalist classes and their pernicious ideological influence. 
Ours is a form of proletarian literature known for ite party character and 
class nature. 


Any form of literature and art not emphasizing party character and class 
nature should be treated as revisionist trash and therefore should be swept 
onto the garbage heaps of history. As long as literature and art emphasize 
party character and class nature, the problems of which class we should 

extol will never go away. Chairman Mao was the great savior of the Chinese 
people. Anyone with proletarian affection for him has the natural inclination 
to chant his great achievements. But some people who do not feel the same 
way are unwilline tw do so. We feel that this is something up to them to 
decide and no pressure should be applied to persuade them into agreement with 
us. The sunflowers always want to turn toward the red sun, which is hated 

by animals hunting for prey in the darkness. Only those “unethical and 
immoral" people are unwilling to chant the virtue of other fellownen. 


We also feel that only by endearing ourselves to the proletariat and working 
people can we accurately reflect their thoughts and demands. But some people 
have rejected this idea, saying: "We cannot endear ourselves to these rustic 
countryside people. Spending a life with them is miserable. A life deprived 
of ‘dancing parties’ and ‘banquets’ is a life of waste." In response to 

this question: "where should we look for raw materials for literature?" they 
suggested that we move upward to get close to the colorful life in a world 
decorated with wall-to-wall red carpets. Alas, this idea of searching for 
“pearls” or “absolute truth" from there and disregarding the demands of 
workers and peasants, who account for over 95 percent of the Chinese population, 
seemed a strategy more clever than Duehring's. Of course writers should 
devote themselves to extolling the "large-scale projects" conceived or 
envisioned by scientists. But just a visit to their office will not provide 
a writer with raw materials essential to a masterpiece. Scientists conceive 
and shape their plans in otiice, but have to test them out and turn them into 
reality in the mountains, along the rivers and in the seas. You must go up 
the mountains and down the dale, travel to the rivers and venture far out to 
the seas in order to see the practical achievements in scientific research. 
Without doing so, how could you understand and chant their splendid visions 
of our nation's future? Purely theoretical researchers have the same visions. 
But where do such visions come from? They originate from contact with the 
mainstream of society and the pulsation of our time; this "mainstream" and 
"pulsation" can be felt only by contact with millions of workers and peasants, 
and not with people working behind closed doors. Could any writer produce 
any excellent work in a quiet setting isolated from workers and peasants? 


Works devoted to “chanting virtues" are not based on imagination. Writers 
derive their true feelings from their personal observation of our socialist 
system and the dictatorship of the proletariat and from their contact with 
the industrious Chinese people. Although the "four pests" spent 10 years 
disrupting the development of socialism in our country over the past 30 years,

our history is marked by progress. Our people's living standards are now 
higher than that of the old society. Now the Chinese people are no longer 
bothered by the unavailability of education, unemployment, and shortages of 
food and cloth. They don't have to fear being robbed in daytime and burglaries 
at night, as they did in the old society. I love the picturesque setting 
that unfolds before me, a setting laced with the rivers and dotted with ponds 
with water lilies sprouting up under the sunny sky. This is a beautiful 
socialist land. Why shouldn't we chant its virtues? Those unethical people 
simply do not want to take a look at the facts. Sporting neckties made from 
dirty linen used by the foreigners, they loudly complain that we have lagged 
behind the revisionist and capitalist countries. Although they do not belong 
to the "chant-the-virtue" faction, they are clearly members of the "lack- 
the-virtue" group. 


Workers and peasants are ordinary people. In the past, they were contemptuously 
treated as "petty men" by the so-called "civilized" landlord and capitalist 
classes. The Chinese revolution led by Chairman Mao was instrumental in 

making them masters of their own country. Writers and artists are public 
servants. Is there any reason that they should not extol work done by 

workers and peasants? Writers who depend on peasants for food and workers 

for cloth should produce works extolling and glorifying the masters of our 
country. If they are unwilling to do so, let me ask them the following 
question: Are you really members of the "lack-the-virtue" group? 


We must also pay tribute to those “soldiers” and class brothers who fought 
heroically in the self-defensive counterattack against Vietnam. They mostly 
come from the countryside. They are industrious, honest, brave men of integrity, 
faith*ul to the people, but were feared by the enemy as they marched toward 
the battlefield as if they were a pack of tigers swarming down the mountains. 
With their age ranging from 18 to over 20, they bravely marched carough the 
large enemy-mined area, and won one battle after another. Is there any 

reason that we should not chant and praise them? Why didn't you go down and 
become one of them? While they were throwing hand-grenades against the enemy 
troops yelling "fire at me," you enjoyed eating bread, complaining that "we 
lag too far behind others." You were smarter, enjoyed a higher living standard 
and watched larger sized TV than they did. This is why you don't have to be 
one of them. Is that right, Mister? 


As the voice of the proletariat, we must pay tribute to the Chinese people's 
great leader Chairman Mao, our beloved Premier Zhou, Chairman Zhu, Chen Yi, 
He Long, the militant workers, peasants, and soldiers, scientific researchers 
and educators, and others who have made contributions to the cause of the 
four modernizations. Our writers and artists are urged to follow in the 
footsteps of Eugene Pottier and the "5 April" fighters in warmly extolling 
our great motherland and repudiating all forms of unhealthy practices. We 
must further diversify the theme, form and style of writing that reflect the 
mainstream of life. We must fill our works with prose extolling the fertile 
soil of ovr land and the spirit of the new generation. 
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Our works should be filled with prose extolling the arrival of the spring in 
our great motherland, hair-like green willow trees, and with songs sung by 
herdsmen in remote grassland and the laughter of the fighters who returned 
from a day's field training.

‘HEBEL WENYI' ANSWERS NATIONWIDE CRITICISM

[Text] In its issue No 6 this year, this journal carried an article entitled 
"'Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue'" along with some other commentaries. 
Shortly after their publication, they drew a strong response from the circles 
of literature and art and readers throughout the country, thus touching off a 
storm, and a lively debate among the newspapers and journals. Our editorial 
department was deluged with articles and letters which contain a variety of 
opinions and pros and cons. Although the wording was different, the over- 
whelming majority of the senders unanimously criticized the shortcomings and 
mistakes in the aforementioned articles. We want to express warm welcome and 
thanks for this response. Through this discussion, we have been exposed to 
problems; have gained new knowledge; have been given an opportunity to further 
emancipate our minds, to rectify the ideological line, and to increase our 
understanding of the guidelines of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee and the Second Session of the Fifth NPC. Consequently, our 
socialist literature and art have become more flourishing and prosperous 

than ever. Observed in this light, thie is a good thing. 


Looking back on this storm, we feel that we have gained many useful experiences 
and drawn many lessons from these experiences. 


This storm was touched off by the publication of "'Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack 
the Virtue'" and other articles in our "New Long March Call" column. 


To be blunt, there was something wrong with the publication of the article 
""Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue.'" A review of its content now tells 
us that it sounded as if it were a “discordant clarion call" inconsistent 
with Chairman Mao's oft-repeated policy of "letting a hundred flowers blossom 
and a hundred schools of thought contend." Nor was it in consonance with 
the Party Central Committee's call for eliminating chaos and restoring order 
and for bringing into full play positive factors and the principle of 
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emancipating the mind, and seeking truth from facts, laid down by the Third 
Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee. For this reason, the 
concern expressed by the circles of literature and art and readers in Hebei 
and other parts of the country with this article and the acrimonious criticism 
it has drawn are undoubtedly justified. 


At the beginning, we were really baffled and perplexed by the strong 
criticism caused by the publication of the article "'Chant the Virtue’ and 
"Lack the Virtue.'" We reacted to this criticism with the following question: 
Why should a few little articles published by an unimportant local journal 
deserve such great ‘musual attention, even if the views contained therein were 
totally wrong? We felt that their critics had blown the problem out of 
proportion. 


A careful followup review also tells us that this reaction is really unusual 
in that the problems contained in that unimportant article have caused a 
common concern. Among these prublems are the questions of how to correctly 
interpret the term"adherence to the four basic principles and the emancipation 
of the mind," how to accurately evalute the current situation of literature 
and art following the downfall of the "gang of four," how to correctly handle 
the relationship between the literature of eulogy and literature of exposure 
and how to correctly perform services for the socialist modernization. 


In the final analysis, have "'Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue'" and 
other articles played a positive or negative role in emancipating the people's 
minds and developing literature and art? Practice is the sole criterion for 
verifying the truth. The following unexpected episode chiiled our bones: 

when "'Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue'" was published, a playwright 
had just completed a satire on bureaucratism and had turned it over to a 
theatrical troupe for rehearsal. After reading that article, he felt a cold 
wave penetrating into his body, thinking that from then on, no more satire 
like that could be written because the article pointed out the possibility 

of "restriction" in the days to come. This thought made him nervous. This 
typifies the direct effect the article had on the people. Just as the people 
were on the way to emancipating their minds, the appearance of that article 
had the bone-chilling effect of "icy water" and "cold waves" on those who 
still had lingering fear and were particularly "wary of history repeating 
itself," and had added new misgivings to old worries. In short, its publication 
was detrimental to the emancipation of the mind and the development of 
literature and art. 


The acrimonious criticism the article "'Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue’" 
drew from the circles of literature and art and readers was not without reasons. 
It reflected a universal sentiment and view shared by the writers and 

artists and readers in our country. Since the downfall of the "gang of 

four," the ideological liberalization of styles of writing and art has been 

in progress, the mind-shackling conventions set by Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four" have been smashed, and an initial prosperity has been materialized 

on the cultural front. But the people were still not satisfied. They 











more better quality products in literature and art, while writers and artists 
demanded further emancipation of their minds, and thorough eradication of 

the pernicious influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" so that our 
socialist modernization can take a giant st. p forward and socialist literature 
and art will enjoy an unprecedented boom. 


These days, the people still fear the obstacles that may be set up on the road 
to emancipating the mind, "restrictions," another "anti-right" movement, 

and the lose of those hard-earned fruits. This is why the people are overly 
sensitive to any speech and action harmful to the emancipation of the mind 

and the implementation of the policy of "letting a hundred flowers blossom 
and a hundred schools of thought contend." This is the fundamental reason 
that triggered the nationwide reaction to the publication of "'Chant the 
Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue.‘ The circumstance that involved our journal 

in this storm is also not accidental. 








Shortly after the close of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee last spring, the entire party and the people throughout the country 
set out to propagate and implement its guidelines. At that session, experiences, 
whether positive or negative, in socialist revolution and construction were 
summed up; a decision was made to shift the emphasis of the party's work to 

the socialist modermization; a series of major political issues of right and 
wrong were clarified; and the principles of “emancipating the mind, starting 

up the machinery, seeking truth from facts and uniting ond looking forward" 
were laid down for implementation. In other words, the session took a giant 
step forward in removing the disastrous consequences caused by Lin Biao and 

the "gang of four," and in eliminating chaos and in restoring order. Despite 
this, the influence of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
still played havoc, preventing many comrades from catching up with others on 

the ideological front, and from achieving a clear understanding of the political 
line, principles and policies set by the Third Plenary Session of the lith 
Party Central Committee. Alarmed by problems stemming from the emancipation 

of the mind, they misinterpreted these problems as a signal that the ideological 
emancipation had "gone too far." When the four basic principles were proclaimed, 
some comrades even misinterpreted them as a measure for "restriction." This 
left-leaning trend of thought skeptical of the validity of the guidelines 

of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee not only 
affected the nation as a whole but also had a bearing om Hebei, the circles 

of literature and art and other fronts. Just as some critics of the articles 
pointed out, the cases of the “chant the virtue," "lack the virtue" and " 
"destruction of cohorts" were not isolated events, but a social trend of 

thought born of a specific social environment and condition, whose appearance 
undoubtedly indicates that the pernicious influence of the ultraleft line of 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" remains to be eliminated. 


Likewise, under the influence of the ultraleft trend of thought of Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four," we were either unable or failed to achieve a complete 
understanding of the guidelines of the Third Plenary Session of the llth 
Party Central Committee. An inadequate analysis and a lack of understanding 
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of the new problems that had emerged on the cultural front had also led us to 
misjudgment and miscalculation of many things on the ideological front. We 
first mistook the contention among the different achools of literature end 

art for the ideological confusion and the proclamation of the four basic 
principles for a measure in conflict with the principle of emancipating the 
mind. Then we failed to recognize the interference from the ultraleft trend 

of thought as the main aspect of the contradiction in our society today. In 
other words, we published these articles and made known our attitude without 
achieving a clear understanding of what had happened. This attitude 
represented a tendency of our journal away from emancipating the mind and toward 
shackling the people's minds. In a sense, it was an obstacle on t... road 
toward emancipating the mind. In addition to "'Chant the Virtue’ and ‘Lack 

the Virtue,'" our journal also published "Eulogy and Exposure" and "On 'Flight’" 
and other articler. Although they were written by different individuals, 

and were presented in different ways under different titles susceptible to 
changes, they reflected an inevitable trend of thought. Under the impact 

of the erroneous guiding thought, if not published earlier, the contents of 

the aforementioned articles might be made public in other articles to be 
published in the future. 


The appearance of these articles may stem from the following facts: the 
narrow-minded mentality of small producers was a factor which led writers to 
disregard the scientific theory and emphasize pure class affection alone; 

the profound pernicious ultraleft influence prevented writers from studying 
new problems and from achieving an understanding of new developments, and 
induced them to become overly sensitive to the right tendency and to show 
indifference to the "left" tendency; selfish ideas and personal considerations 
pushed writers to attract attention and gain fame. In short, the incorrect 
ideological line should be responsible for the problems that have cropped up. 
To prevent them from recurring, the metaphysical and idealist mental shackels 
imposed by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" should be smashed. This fact 
tells us that the pernicious influence of their ultraleft line cannot be 
underestimated and should be eliminated. Otherwise, it is difficult to move 
even a single step forward. This storm has taught us to know many problems. 
This storm is also a form of education which can help us to break the shackles 
of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," to emancipate our 
minds, to rectify the ideological line, to develop socialist literature and 
art and make them flourish, and to run our journal well. 


First, we must vigorously criticize the ultraleft trend of thought and rectify 
the ideological line. 


An accurate analysis and a correct understanding of the current situation on 
the cultural front is important to any progress we may continue to make in 
the future. The fundamental problem lies in the rectification of the 
ideological line. 





The incorrectness of the ideological line, the inadequate understanding of 

the guidelines of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee, and the misunderstanding of the excellent stration that has 
developed since that session might have prevented us from achieving a correct 
understanding of the problems in literature and art. It must be pointed out 
that the views on the tremendous achievements in literature and art, since 

the downfall of the "gang of four," contained in the article "'Chant the 
Virtue’ and ‘Lack the Virtue'" and other articles were wrong, although they 
endorsed these achievements and such works as "Squad Leader" and "Wounds" 
exposing and criticizing Lin Biao and the "gang of four." They also distorted 
the facts, and blew some problems out of proportion and then singled them out 
for criticism. Consequently, the true picture of the current developments 

in literature and art was distorted and the people were led astray with regard 
to the ideological aspect of literature and art. 


Some problems have cropped up as a result of the emancipation of the mind. 
Could it be criticized? Certainly yes. But while doing so, we must seek 
truth from facts, distinguish the principal contradiction from the secondary 
contradiction and the particular contradiction from the universal contra- 
diction, and draw a distinction between a slip of the tongue and a deliberate 
and consistent effort. We must distinguish the contradictions among the 
people from those between ourselves and the enemy. In handling the contra- 
dictions among the people, we must take a friendly attitude, seek truth from 
facts, and iron out differences by reasoning. The article "'Chant the Virtue' 
and ‘Lack the Virtue’" has touched off a storm because it heaped abuses on 
our own comrades and hurt their feelings. Such a reaction is not unjustified. 


We must fully endorse the tremendous achievements in literature and art since 
the downfall of the "gang of four." Among the examples of these achievements 
are poems represented by "Poems of Tiananmen," plays represented by "Squad 
Leader" and "Wounds," outstanding theatr‘cal programs performed at the theatrical 
festival marking the PRC's 30th founding anniversary, and many new develop- 
ments in literature and art. As writers and artists are becoming more active 
than ever, a bright future is in store for them. On the theoretical front, 

an intense interest has developed in such topics as "Literature and Art Are a 
Tool of the Class Struggles," "Forward-Looking and Retrogressive Forms of 
Literature and Art," “Eulogy and Exposure," "The Role of Literature and ‘Art 

in Serving the Four Modernizations" and "Styles of Writing." This lively 
theoretical discussion on literature and art bodes well for their future. 

The situation on the cultural front in Hebei Province is excellent. After 
the downfall of the "gang of four," writers and artists in the province have 
become more active than ever in the ideological field and have published many 
good and relatively good works. Our achievements would have been even greater 
if our ideological line were correct. 


Under this excellent situation, a journal like ours should not be satisfied 
with what it has already achieved. It cannot stand still and cease to make 
progress. It must firmly grasp every crucial moment and move forward. We

must dare speak, dare act, dare blaze a new trail in literature and art. 

We must bravely join the national front of literature and art in emancipating 
the mind and in composins more delightful songs for the people. és. ~*' 
current of the time pushes us forward, we must move along with it. 


Second, we must conscientiously implement the party's policy of letting a 
hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend. 


This policy proposed by Chairman Mao to develop literature and art and science 
is the party's long-term as well as fundamental policy. Years of practices 
proves that whenever we adhere to and implement this policy, our literature 
and art will grow and develop; whenever we depart from it, they will cease 

to make progress and retrogress. (Of course, we need more practice in this 
field.) For years, we have encountered interference in all forms from the 
"left" which prevented us from implementing this policy. The 10 years of 
damage and interference of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," and their practice 
of the feudal and fascist cultural autocracy in gross disregard of the “double- 
hundred" policy led to a situation in which "a hundred flowers withered and 
10,000 horses were silenced." 


The downfall of the "gang of four'’ means removing the political but not the 
ideological obstacles to the implementaion of the "double-hundred" policy. 
The consequence of damage to the development of literature and art caused by 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four" was serious. 


For example, the "Summary of the Forum on the Work in Literature and Art in 
the Armed Forces" and the fallacy of the "Dictatorship of the Sinister Line 
in Literature and Art" concocted by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" which 
held away over writers and artists on the cultural front for a prolonged period 
of time have prevented many people from achieving a correct understanding 

of the original meaning of Chairman ™“ao's policy of "letting a hundred 
flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend." Just as Comrade 
Hua Guofeng pointed out in his "Report on the Work of the Government” to 

the Fifth NPC, we must persist in the policy of "opening wide" among the 
people. When this was 2nnounced, we could not immediately grasp its meaning, 
just as in the case of the emancipation of the mind. We often could not 
commit ourselves to the policy of “opening wide" with resolution, courage 
and sustained spirit. Instead, we were cautioned against "opening wide" for 
fear of causing turmoil and stirring up trouble. Acting this way might have 
something to do with the so-called "conscience." But conscience cannot be 
put on a par with science, because it is based on metaphysics and idealism 
instead of scientific dialectical materialism. Whether there is any 
precondition for implementing the policy of "opening wide" and whether it can 
be discussed is something worth studying. Even if there is any precondition, 
it can take effect only as the policy of "opening wide" is being implemented. 
This policy can be successfully implemented in conformity with the objective 
laws of the development of things. But the exercise of caution in this case 
would prevent the implementation of the "double-hundred" policy, the people 
from emancipating their minds, a hundred flowers from blossoming, and a 
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hundred schools of thought from contending with each other. It would also 
add to lingering fear, make the people live in panic, and deprive them of 
the inspirations essential to creative writing. 


We must thoroughly implement Chairman Mao's "double-hundred" policy in its 
original form, and not that revised and distorted by the "gang of four." 

In pursuit of this policy, we must commit ourselves to "let a hundred 
flowers blossom." We must do so resolutely, courageously and in a sustained 
manner. We should diversify the form, style, theme and method of writing. 
The principle of letting the people air their views freely is at the core of 
the "double-hundred" policy. We should uphold this principle. We must be 
prepared to solve any problems and meet any challenges that may result from 
implementing the principle of letting the people air their views freely. 


It is not difficult to solve these problems as long as we adhere to the correct 
ideological line. 


One of our journal's shortcomings is its intolerance of different views. 

Some comrades’ criticism of HEBEI WENYI as a journal "overly conscious of 

its own safety and security" is not unjustified. Nonetheless, you will never 
feel safe and secure unless your ideological line is rectified. The incident 
resulting from the publication of the article "'Chant the Virtue' and ‘Lack 
the Virtue'’ is a lesson we will never forget. 


Finally, we suggest that all controversial issues among the people be settled 
through discussion and in a friendly manner. Another theme of the "double- 
hundred" policy is "contention." The policy is designed to allow the people 

to present their views, that benefit the people and the four modernizations. 

It must be said that not every work written and distributed by a writer is 
good; whether it is good or bad should be verified through practice. Contention 
is a method that can help verify the truth and that can stimulate the people 

to present their views in a better way. Contention is a form of discussion and 
a debate and a forum for distinguishing good from bad. Correctness or incor- 
rectness and fragrant flowers or poisonous weeds sooner or later will reveal 
their true nature through contention. The masses of people and history are 

the best judges capable of differentiating truth from falsehood, good from 

bad and beauty from ugliness. Through contention, correct ideas will prevail 
over incorrect ones. In the end, a form of dialectics concerning the presen- 
tation of views and contention takes shape. 


Furthermore, a correct measure should be adopted to facilitate contention 
and discussion. In dealing with the contradictions among the people, we must 
adhere to the "principle of three don'ts"--don't pick on the people, don't 
put political labels on them and don't wield big sticks. Differences can be 
ironed out through discussion and in a friendly and compassionate way. We 
must refrain from wielding big sticks and putting political labels on the 
people. Only thus can we avoid confusing the two different types of contra- 
dictions, and draw a clear distinction between our method and the feudal- 
fascist cultural autocracy of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and the systems 
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that existed during the 17 years prior to the Great Cultural Revolution. We 
will never forget the following lesson: without picking on the people, 
putting political labels on them and wieiding big sticks, "'Chant the Virtue’ 
and ‘Lack the Virtue'" and other articles published in our journal would not 
have touched off such a big storm. Through this discussion, we deeply feel 
that sticks and labels are not good omens and therefore, should be discarded 
forever. 


Before his death, Chairman Mao often taught us that “literary and art criticism 
is one of the principal methods of struggle in the world of literature and 
art." A miscomprehension of this quotation from Chairman Mao has led us to 
assume that the services performed by literary and art critics were similar co 
that of "sentine’s;" with sticks and labels and other weapons in hand, they 
could push writers around, and could place the entire world of literature 

and art under their surveillance; they could threaten any suspects of wrong- 
doings with sticks and labels. The result was the destruction of flowers in 
the garden of literature and art or of the entire garden itself. In the 
aforementioned quotation from Chairman Mao, the word "struggle" should not 

be just interpreted as "criticism" alone. Chairman Mao once said that critics 
had the duty to "water flowers and remove weeds." In this case, he put the 
task of “watering flowers" ahead of removing weeds. Lu Xun once also sai 
that "'critics' duty is not only to remove poisonous weeds but also to irrigate 
good flowers--especially young flowers." Both Chairman Mao and Lu Xun agreed 
that the main purpose of literary and art criticism is to encourage, study, 
guide and develop writing and not the other way around. 


The relationship between writers and their critics is one of mutual assistance 
and consultation on an equal footing just like that between comrades-in-arms, 
but not like that between two foes. They should discuss problems in a comradely 
manner and convince each other by reasoning. They must tolerate criticism 

and counter-criticism. While criticizing works, they should exercise great 

care and restraint and seek truth from facts. They should avoid hurting the 
feelings of writers and nitpicking, for fear of dampening the latter's 
enthusiasm. Whether a literary and art criticism is correct or not largely 
depends on whether it pivmotes or obstructs the development of literature and 
art. 


The current great discussion is also significant in that it has given our 
journal an opportunity to improve its quality, in accordance with the guidelines 
of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee. This 
discussion has also played a significant role in emancipating the people's 
minds, in rectifying the ideological line, and ‘1 enhancing the nationwide 
discussion on practice being the sole criterion for verifying the truth. 


Many comrades have also given us some good suggestions on handling the 
relationship between literature of eulogy and literature of exposure and on 
how to serve the four modernizations. suggestions that will deserve our 
continuing attention in the days ahead as we strive to sum up our experiences 
in this field. We are willing to join fraternal journals in other parts of 
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the country in continuing such useful discussion. We will always remember 

that a fall into a pit is a gain in your wit. In that spirit, we will continue 
to learn from the goc’ examples set by fraternal journals throughout the 
country, and to emancipate our minds; strive to run HEBEI WENYI well at the 
service of the people; and make a contribution to the development of literature 
and art and the modernization of our country in response to the party's call. 


This discussion has also played an important role in further stimlating the 
development of litex»:.usce and art in Hebei Province. With the warm attention 
and support of the ‘arty Central Committee's leading comrades, we have 
rectified the ideological line. In addition to assisting us in rectifying 
the ideological line, they have also fervently hoped that writers and artists 
in Hebei will play a role in making literature and art flourish. To live up 
to the expectations of the Party Central Committee and the people, we pledge 
to further encourage writing, to allow all schools of thought in literature 
and art to contend, to mobilize vast numbers of writers and artists to work 
harder than ever, and to do all we can to stimulate the development of literature 
and art in Hebei Province. Only thus can we turn our journal into a garden 
in which a hundred flowers can grow and flourish and a hundred schools of 
thought can contend, a garden cherished by writers and readers.

RESEARCH ON POP'ILATION CONTROL INTENSIFIED

[Text] Centering around the urgent task of population control, the 
Population Research Institute of the China People's University launch- 
ed the study of population theories, popularized the education in 

such theories, provided material to the state for formulating poli- 
cies and obtained encouraging results. 


The first organ of its kind in population research, the institute was 
formed in February 1974. In its early period, while studying the 
population issue of foreign countries, the comrades of the institute 
centered their work mainly on serving practice and promoting popula- 
tion control at home. However, under the “gang of four's" inter- 
ference and disruption, their work was inevitably restricted and many 
research projects had to be undertaken surreptitiously. 


After smashing the “sang of four," they emancipated their mind and, 
following the principle of practice as the only criterion to test 
truth, vigorously tackled the study of the relationship between popu- 
lation and the national economy, labor facilities, employment and 
education. On the foundation of investigation and study, they boldly 
explored such issues as “the relationship between the population law 
and the social production pattern," “unplanned population growth is 
definitely not a manifestation of the socialist population develop- 
ment law," “the contradictions of population growth with reserve and 
consumption and with employment and the quality of labor," and "“whe- 
ther China's planned population growth control is compatible with the 
objective law and its theoretical basis." In the past several years, 
they successively compiled, arranged and translated "the Population 
Theory," “the Marxist Population Theory," "Expositions of Marx, 
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Engels, Lenin and Stalin on the Population Issue," "General Theory on 
Population," ‘Concise Statistics on World Population" and "Basic 
Knowledge of Economic Statistical Norms of Capitalist Countries," 
totaling over 1.3 million words, published the theoretical POPULATION 
RESEARCH and wrote many academic papers. 


For several years, to popularize the education in population theory, 
extensively launch population research and attract the serious atten- 
tion of the leaders of all levels on population control, they succes- 
sively held all types of population theory study classes and special 
topic lectures to impart basic knowledge in the population issue in 
Hebei, Henan, Sichuan, Yunnan, Guangdong, Liaoning, Nei Monggol, Bei- 
jing, Shanghai and Tianjin, a total of 11 provinces, municipalities 
and autonomous regions, and in the General Staff and General Politi- 
cal Department of the PLA, the various branches of military service 
and the Beijing unit. 


After its formation, the Population Research Institute of the China 
People's University actively helped the Party Central Committee and 
the State Council and the units concerned in making population fore- 
casts, formulating long-range plans for China's population develop- 
ment and drafting laws on planned parenthood. The comrades of the 
institute performed intensive and concrete investigations and studies 
of certain countries in che world and certain develcpment stages in 
China's history, especially in the 30 years since liberation, made 
on-site observations in Beijing and Jiangsu's Rudong, concretely 
analyzed the influence of population growth on the national economy 
and, by fully applying the mathematical statistical method, forecast 
the various development tendencies and all kinds of possible conse- 
quences resulting from the various birth rates in the next 50 years. 
In March last year, they arranged the material obtained from their 
investigations and the results of their research and submitted them 
to the Party Central Committee and the superior levels concerned in 
form of suggestions, thereby providing reference data to the govern- 
ment for drafting policies on population growth control. 


At present, the comrades of the institute are actively working on the 
revision and final version of "Textbook on Population Statistics" 
soon to be published this year and the final revision of such trans- 
lated works as “the System of Population Theory" and "the History of 
Population Theory."

NATURAL GROWTH RATE OF SHANGHAI'S POPULATION 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 18 Jan 80 p 1 


[Text] The population growth of Shanghai in the 30 years since 
liberation can be roughly divided into three states: 


From 1950 to 1958, the average annual natural growth rate was 3.29 
percent, and the rate of 1954 was 4.562 percent. The annual births 
in the 9 years were about 300,000. 


From 1963 to 1970, after the Party Central Committee and the State 
Council issued directives on planned parenthood work, the city launch- 
ed the work and the birth rate showed a distinct drop. The natural 
growth rate dropped from the 2.329 percent of 1963 to 0.894 percent 
in 1970. 


From 1971 to 1978, the State Council created the Planned Parenthood 
Leading Group and reinforced the guidance on planned parenthood work. 
During this period, the birth rate of the city continued to drop. 
After 1972, the population natural growth rate of the city stabiliz- 
ed at around 0.5 percent. In 1979, due to the effect of the high 
birth rate in the ‘50's, it showed a slight recovery and rose to 
around 0.6 percent.

PLA ACHIEVES OUTSTANDING RESULTS IN PLANNED PARENTHOOD

[Text] XINHUA PRESS, Beijing, 4 Feb--The PLA made outstanding 
achievements in planned parenthood work. According to statistics, 
the army attained 99.3 percent in the late marriage rate, 95.7 per- 
cent in birth control and 92.7 percent in planned parenthood. 


The army made good achievements for 3 successive years in planned 
parenthood. Last year, it shifted the emphasis of work to one ciild 
per couple. The various general departments and large units reja- 
forced their leadership and adopted all kinds of effective measures 
to implement the policies and carry out the rewards and punishments. 
By means of such propaganda tools as newspapers, broadcasting, films 
and slides, study classes, population theory lecturer, literary and 
artistic performances, pictorial exhibitions, forims, public lec- 
tures, award mass meetings and honor rolls, the propaganda and 
planned parenthood departments of many units vigorously created pub- 
lic opinion on the honor of having only one child, performed large 
volumes of arduous and meticulous ideological-political work and 
enabled the broad cadres, soldiers, staff and workers and family 
members to understand the principle of "having only one child" and 
consciously become models in planned parenthood work. At the end of 
last year, the number of couples of childbearing age registering for 
planning on only one child increased more than five times over that 
of the first half of the year, and the Beijing and Jinan units reach- 
ed 93 percent or more in the one-birth rate. The one-birth rate of 
the airforce rear services and their affiliated units attained 100 
percent.

NATIONAL PLANNED PARENTHOOD CONFERENCE MEETS IN BEIJING 
Beijing GUANGMTNG RIBAO in Chinese 24 Jan 80 p 1 


[Text] To accelerate the progress of scientific reseaich work on 

planned parenthood, raise the technical level of birth control, effective- 
ly control China's population growth rate and ensure the smooth perform- 
ance of planned parenthood work, the Planned Parenthood Leading Group of 
the State Council, the State Scientific and Technological Commission and 
the Ministry of Public Hea.th jointly sponsored a national planned parent- 
hood conference in Beijing from 13 to 22 January. 


The attending delegates unanimously found that, to effectively control 
population growth, we must reinforce the scientific and technological 
work on planned parenthood. We must, on the existing foundation of 
scientific and technological achievements, hasten our strides and produce 
more results promptly in order to make more contributions to reducing 
China's population growth rete as rapidly as possible. 


The conference summarized the scientific research work on the long-lasting 
oral contraceptive used by China's women. It was developed and clinically 
tested in 1969 on the foundation of the short-lasting oral contraceptive. 
After its formation in 19/73, the National Scientific Research Cooperative 
Group made many clinical and laboratory tests over a long period of time 
on its long-range safety and quantity reduction. After discussion, all 
felt that it was reliable, safe and convenient and should be widely 
popularized, while also continuously improved. 


China's scientific research work on birth control for men has also had 
fairly great development. The successful development of gossypol filled 
the blank space in men's oral contraceptives. The delegates exchanged 
views and discussed the research and measures on reducing the side effects 
of gossypol and found that more intensive studies were required on its 
machine manufacturing, pharmacology and toxicology, synthetic screened 
derivatives and clinical tests. In the method of male sterilization by 
injection introduced in Chongqing city, one only needs to accurately 
inject nianduji [4724 1035 0495] into the spermatic duct to attain the 
goal of sterilization. This method is simple, convenient and effective 
and the masses will happily accept it. The delegates felt that it should 
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be widely introduced. Through animal experiments and a small number of 
clinical tests, the study of the physical and mechanical methods of 
other male contraceptives for preventing birth also showed encouraging 
signs. 


The main means of birth control used by women, the intrauterine device, 
is widely popular. The conference reported on the scientific research 

to further raise its rate of effectiveness and improve its shape and 
material. It evaluated such female sterilization methods as the yinjiafa 
and niandufa and recommended improving sterilization and abortion tech- 
niques in order to assure the safety and health of the patients. 


A very promising contraceptive method which has been given much attention 
in China and abroad is to prevent early oval fertilization and prevent 
the fertilized ovum from being able to attach itself to the uterine wall. 
China has done much work on the basic theories, clinical pharmacology 

and clinical experiments of various birth control measures. Hereafter, 
we will take the basic theories on reproductive physiology and the quest 
for birth control medicinal herbs as the emphases of our research. 


The conference felt that the scientific and technological work on planned 
parenthood is a new field of study and that it is linked with many other 
fields. Currently, China has established or is in the process of 
establishing more than 10 planned parenthood scientific research insti- 
tutes, research offices or technical guidance stations at the provin- 
cial and municipal levels. China has a group of scientific and technical 
personnel of appropriate qualifications. We must formulate comprehensive 
and long-range plans on such scientific and technological work for the 
future, and we must, at present, concentrate on the study of birth control 
devices and the improvement of sterilization methods. Meanwhile, we must 
organize multifield cooperation and reinforce the study of basic theories 
in order to gradually master the reproductive pattern of mankind and 
perform the planned parenthood work more successfully. 


The conference discussed and formulated the scientific research plan 
on planned parenthood for 1980.

BIRTH RATE REDUCED IN TWO SHANGHAI WARDS 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 18 Jan 80 p 1 


[Text] According to the statistics of the Shanghai Municipal Planned 
Parenthood Office,last year the population of Jingan Ward, with over 
500,000 residents, only increased by 436 persons, or a natural growth 
rate of 0.089 percent. 


The number of young people reaching marriageable age last year in- 
creased 53.7 percent compared to that of 1978. In face of the possi- 
ble recovery of the birth rate, the ward concretely reinforced the 
leadership on planned parenthood and adopted effective measures. The 
ward party committee secretary personally explained the strategic 
significance of population control and included planned parenthood 
work in the committee's daily agenda, arranging it every 3 months. 
The various departments and units created and improved the leading 
groups of planned parenthood work, propagandized repeatedly its im- 
portant significance in many different ways, made surveys and formu- 
lated population plans i. conjunction with the work of issuing only- 
child certificates and applied the quotas and plans to the indivi- 
duals. According to statistics, the birth control rate of married 
women of childbearing age and the compliance rate of planned parent- 
hood reached 99.78 percent and 98.46 percent respectively, and the 
one-child birth rate reached 82.37 percent. 


The planned parenthood work of Hongkou Ward made a new progress, and 
the birth rate showed a distinct drop. Last year, though the ward 
planned for 6,217 births, there were only 5,311, or 906 less than the 
plan. The natural growth rate was 0.12 percent. 


The Hongkou ward party committee gave serious attention to the build- 
ing of the planned parenthood leading group. The principal responsi- 
ble person of the ward served concurrently as the chief of the leading 
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group and administrative organs were created. The ward has 13 resi- 
dential districts and 159 neighborhoods. The ward corporations and 
neighborhood plants all appropriately formed planned parenthood lead- 
ing groups, and the public health personnel of sectional hospitals 
and neighborhood party committee health stations served as advisers 
and aids. Women delegates from the various residents’ groups parti- 
cipated in the work. The Xingang residential district had a planned 
parenthood active elements’ team which worked consistently and per- 
formed work on childbearing couples from door to door. 


Last year, the ward made a comprehensive survey of the age composi- 
tion of childbearing couples, their birth plans, the number of births 
and their ideological understanding, laying a reliable foundation for 
planned parenthood work. Currently, all the neighborhood party com- 
mittees of the ward have a complete set of "seven forms and one 
card," i. e., marriage registration, pregnancy registration, birth 
planning, planned parenthood measure, population flow situation, 
birth registration and unmarried young people's registration forms 
and the record card on married women of childbearing age, enabling 
the leading units to understand the situation at one glance, clarify 
the trend and perform the work more successfully, while also benefit- 
ing the health work on pregnant women and infants. 


The ward performed propaganda activities of a fairly large scale on 
planned parenthood three times last year, stressing “one child only 
per married couple." When the document on "a Number of Provisions on 
Promoting Planned Parenthood" issued by the city was transmitted to 
the lower levels, the various residential district and neighborhood 
party committees held forums of couples of childbearing age on the 
one-child objective, interviewed those who "wanted a girl after hav- 
ing a boy, and wanted a boy after having a girl," and performed in- 
tensive and careful ideological work from door to door. After propa- 
ganda education, more and more couples of childbearing age expressed 
their determination to have only one child. The ward now has 12,566 
only-child children between ages 4 and 16, and 11,967 persons have 
obtained only-child certificates.

[Text] Of our country's more than 1 billion people, half are young people 
under 21 years of age. By the next century, the fate and future of the 
nation will be decided by them. The future belongs to them. This is the 
law of nature independent of man's will. Therefore, the ideology forming 
in the minds of today's youth and the knowledge and skills they acquire 
will have a direct bearing on what road our country will follow. 


Since the future of our nation, whether it will become rich, strong and 
prosperous or become feeble, decline and die depends on the younger 
generation; it is a task of top priority for the whole party and the 
whole army to pay attention to their sound growth, educate them to 
inherit and carry forward the glorious traditions of our party and our 
army, and prevent them fron being affected by the bad habits and poisonous 
influence of the period of feudal, fascist dictatorship. Moreover, in 
translating our concern for young people into actions, we should first of 
all solve their present practical problems. 


In the more than 10 years since the start of the cultural revolution, 
hundreds of millions of young people have suffered enormous physical and 
mental traumas. Especially the massive struggles and purges that involved 
a great many people in the whole party and the whole army have produced 

a very bad influence on young people in various ways. We can even say 
that during the cultural revolution and since the downfall of the "gang of 
four,” no other people have been more seriously hurt and suffered graver 
consequences than have young people.

OUYANG SHAN SPEAKS ON GUANGDONG LITERATURE AND ART

[Text] In the afternoon of 26 March Ouyang Shan, chairman of the Pro- 
vincial Literature and Art Federation, made a report at the Second 
Guangdong Provincial Congress of Literature and Art Workers, entitled 
"Shoulder the Burden of Being Man's Spiritual Engineers and Con‘ -ibute 

to the Prosperity of the Motherland's Socialist Literature and Art." 
Ouyang Shan first pointed out: The main topic of this congress is: How 
can our literature and art shoulder the glorious task given by the 
contemporary era to serve the aims of achieving the four modernizations, 
cultivating a new socialist generation and fulfilling the people's growing 
cultural demands?
